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Only four of 13 executed had been sentenced to die 


MONROVIA (AP) — The army enlisted men who now 
control Liberia overruled an officers’ tribunal and or¬ 
dered the execution of 13 top officials of the ousted 
government even though only four had been sentenced to 
death, it was disclosed Wednesday. 

Two of the men had been acquitted of all charges, 
according to the president of the tribunal, Col. Frank 
Senkpenni. 


The 13 died Tuesday at a chaotic public execution 
ordered by the 17-member People's Redemption Council, 
headed by Master Sgt. Samuel Doe, the new Liberian 
leader. The council had ignored pleas for mercy from the 
U.S. and other Western embassies. 

The state department said in Washington it "deeply 
deplored" the executions. The United Nations issued a 
statement Wednesday saying Secretary-General Kurt 
Waldheim “strongly urges that summary executions 


without due process of law cease," and the ministerial 
council of the Organization of African Unity sent a similar 
message to Doe urging restraint. 


More than MO officials of the toppleUgovernment have 
still to appear before the tribunal. 

Doe led a military coup April 12 that brought down the 
government of president William Tolbert. The president 
was killed in an attack on his executive mansion. 


The 13 executed men had been accused of treason, 
"rampant corruption,” abuse of public office and viola¬ 
tion of human rights. 

At hearings last week, the prisoners were allowed no 
defence counsel, were not informed of the charges in 
detail and could call no witnesses. No sentences were 
formally announced and the prisoners apparently did not 
know they were to be shot until they were delivered to the 
place of execution.

Province on brink 
of Japan coal deal 


After four years of nego¬ 
tiations, British Columbia 
appears to be on the brink 
of a major coal deal with 
Japan. 

Throughout Wednesday 
afternoon, officials from 
the, Japanese steel industry 
met with Industry Minister 
Don Phillips and Energy 
Minister Robert McClel¬ 
land and top aides for both 
ministers and former fed¬ 
eral cabinet minister Ron 
Basford. 

The meeting was origin¬ 
ally scheduled for one of 
the small committee rooms 
at the legislative buildings 
but at the last minute was 
switched to the cabinet 
room. 

Both Phillips and 
McClelland left the room 


smiling but declined to pro¬ 
vide details of the talks. 

"Just say It was a very 
successful meeting," said 
McClelland. 

Phillips went a little fur¬ 
ther. "This has just been 
another of the ongoing 
meetings we have been 
holding for the past three 
or four years," he said. 

"You can say that at 
today’s meeting with Japa¬ 
nese steel interests their 
attitude was very positive. 
And you can say I was 
smiling." 

A major coal export con¬ 
tract would provide the key 
to the development of 
Prince Rupert as a major 
coal-wheat export port, and 
trigger development of 
northern coal fields. 


The Japanese are in¬ 
terested in purchasing met- 
tailurgical coal from B.C. 

Outside sources say the 
contract, if and when It is 
signed, will be for five or 
eight million tons of coal a 
year. Five million tons a 
year is the magic figure to 
make Prince Rupert a vi¬ 
able port. 

Phillips said he would not 
have a major announce¬ 
ment “within the next 21 
hours, but the situation 
looks positive.” 

Following Wednesday’s 
meeting, the Japanese 
businessmen were guests 
of the provincial govern¬ 
ment at a cocktail party in 
the vice-regal suite at the 
Empress and later for a 
formal dinner. 


Forced to risk it 


TORONTO (CP) — Fed¬ 
eral ministry of transport 
pilots were ordered last 
July <1 to fly aircraft that 
had been found unsafe, a 
lawyer representing civil 
aviation inspectors said 
Wednesday. 

Michelle Swenarchuk 
told a federal inquiry into 
aviation safety that the 
pilots were told they would 
be fired or suspended if 
they did not resume flying 


Beechcraft King Air 90s, 
even though a senior trans¬ 
port ministry official had 
written to the manufac¬ 
turer only the day before to 
say the planes were not 
airworthy. 

She said all ministry air¬ 
craft—especially the 16 
Becchcrafts similar to the 
one in which two ministry 
pilots died last May when a 
wing fell off—should be 


grounded until the min¬ 
istry's aircraft-mainte¬ 
nance system was im¬ 
proved and the fleet’s 
safety could be guaran¬ 
teed. 

Investigation into the 
crash at Sherrington, Que., 
indicated that a mainte¬ 
nance check which would 
have revealed a crack in 
the wing attachment fitting 
was not done on time. 


Stick regionalism, 
storms Couvelier

“Regionalism can stick it in its ear^-I’ve had it. 

"If this is how you treat Saanich, this is it.” 

With those words, Saanich Mayor Mel Couvelier 
stomped out of Wednesday’s Capital Region board 
meeting, with a final 
“goodnight Irene" to board 
members. 

His outburst was trig¬ 
gered by the attempts of 
directors to adopt a bylaw 
designed to close a legal 
loophole and prevent Saan¬ 
ich approving an extension 
of the proposed Tillieum 
shopping centre to include 
an Eaton's store. 

Saanich aldermen John 
Mika and Howard Stur- 
rock, who are also regional 
directors, remained to vote 
with the rest of the board 
against Couvelier's posi¬ 
tion. 

"The chickens are com¬ 
ing home to roost, and the 
chickens are also running 
away,” Mika remarked to 
Couvelier’s departing 
back. 

Couvelier has been say¬ 
ing that he disapproved of 
the extension, because of 
an agreement made by 
Saanich after lengthy dis¬ 
putes last fall. Under that 
agreement, Saanich placed 
a restrictive covenant on 
the Tillieum site, prevent¬ 
ing Cal Investments from 
developing more than 295,- 
000 square feet of shopping 
area. But last week Saan¬ 
ich council members, 
meeting as committee of 
the whole, decided that the 
covenant should be lifted to 
allow Eaton’s into the 
centre. 

Saanich council decided 
Monday to get staff reports 
before proceeding, and 
Wednesday the regional 
board brought in a bylaw 
that would enforce the size 
agreement. 

Couvelier apparently 
changed his mind about his 
agreement made last Au¬ 
gust when the board ap¬ 
peared to be on the brink of 
enforcing the understand¬ 
ing. 

The bylaw, which subse¬ 
quently received three 
readings, restricts regional 
shopping centres to a maxi¬ 
mum 295,000 square feet 
(27,500 square metres), 
and covers the entire re¬ 
gion. 

Board chairman Jim 
Campbell said the restric¬ 
tion could apply to new 
shopping centres, or those 
that already had restric¬ 
tions. 

Had Tillieum not been 
covered by a restrictive 
covenant preventing the 
size exceeding 295,000 
square feet, the board 
would not have been able to 
act to restrict the rights of 
land-owners. 

However, with the re¬ 
strictive covenant in place,

the board action would not 
restrict any rights. It would 
enforce the size restriction 
and reinforce the covenant, 
preventing enlargement of 
the proposed centre. 

"What you are doing." 
raged Couvelier, “is mak¬ 
ing a particular limitation 
to apply only to Saanich. 

"On that basis, I feel I 
am released with the pas¬ 
sage of this from any obli¬ 
gation I may have given 
this board." 

He said that as far as he 
could see, other centres, 
such as the proposed Jack- 
lin Road centre, would not 
have a size restriction.

An Iranian leader said 
Wednesday he doubted 
Iran could meet the Euro¬ 
pean Community's dead¬ 
line of May 17 for release of 
the American hostages in 
Tehran. 

Meanwhile, as further in¬ 
dications surfaced of 
closer economic co-opera¬ 
tion between Tehran and 
Moscow, both Canada and 
Japan moved to Impose 
diplomatic and economic 
sanctions against Iran. 

Canada announced new 
sanctions Wednesday be¬ 
cause of Iran’s "serious 
and continuing violation of 
international law." 

In Tokyo, it was an 
nounced that the cabinet 
decided at a special meet¬ 
ing today to impose sanc¬ 
tions similar to those 
threatened by the Europe 
an Community because of 
the hostage incident. 

The announcement did 
not give any details or say 
when the sanctions would 
take affect, but sources 
said they would include a 
reduction in diplomatic 
representation and an end 
to new trade deals between 
the two countries. 

Ayatollah Mohammad 
Beheshti, head of the Ira¬ 
nian justice ministry and a 
member of the ruling Revo- 
lutionary Council, was 
asked in Tehran about the 
deadlihe set by European 


foreign ministers at a 
meeting this week in Lux¬ 
embourg. “We need more 
time,” he said. 

Beheshti said the situa¬ 
tion was made more diffi¬ 
cult by the European ac¬ 
tions: banning of new 
export and service con¬ 
tracts with Iran and all 
military sales to Iran, and 
reduction of diplomatic 
staffs in Tehran. 


The European allies also 
threatened economic sanc¬ 
tions against Iran unless 
there was "decisive 
progress leading to the re¬ 
lease of the hostages” by 
May 17. The Americans— 
50 at the U.S. embassy and 
three at the Iranian foreign 
ministry—have been held 
since Iranian militants oc¬ 
cupied the embassy Nov. 4.

Refugee flotilla 
defies warning 

KEY WEST. Fla. (AP) — As many as 500 boats 
streamed from this Florida port Wednesday to ferry- 
refugees from Cuba in defiance of a U.S. state depart¬ 
ment demand for an end to the so-called "boatlift.” 

Six boats—ranging from eight to 21 metres in 
length—completed the 289-kilometre round trip and 
brought some 450 refugees to Key West Wednesday 

The operation began Sunday, and hundreds more 
refugees were believed on the way. 

The refugees were jubilant, and many cheered as 
they docked. 

“I’m full of hope," said Hugo Landa, a 27-year-old 
refugee who was an engineering student in Cuba 
"Perhaps I will be a toilet cleaner and perhaps I will 
be a millionaire." 

Officials estimated up to 170 boats left Key- West on 
Wednesday—some setting out at five minute inter¬ 
vals—to pick up more Cubans, among them some 
of the thousands who sought asylum at the Peru¬ 
vian embassy in Havana more than two weeks ago. 

The state department announced Wednesday that 
boat owners taking part in the boatlift were subject to 
prosecution, calling the boatlift illegal and saying it 
was playing into the hands of the Cuban regime.

Back to Eden , with mustard 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — One of 
three sisters, naked and smeared 
with mustard when they were ar¬ 
rested in a stolen truck, says they 
were "high on sunshine and the 
Holy Spirit,” trying to get back to 
the Garden of Eden. 

"We were reading the Bible and 
got filled with the Holy Spirit," 
Doshaline McCuin, 30, said from 
the jail cell where she and her 
sisters, Charlene Roper, 27, and 
Sandra Lewis, 25, have been since 


their arrest last week, unable to 
post $1,000 bond each on charges of 
joy-riding and indecent exposure. 

Police were summoned to their 
home on a report that three naked 
women were running around In the 
sunshine. The officers said they 
found the three in a delivery truck 
being chased by a uniformed truck 
driver. 

They said all three were 
smeared with supermarket-vari¬ 
ety mustard. 


Mrs. McCuin quoted Chapter 13 
of Matthew. "The kingdom of 
heaven is like to a grain of mustard 
seed . . . which indeed is the least 
of all seeds. But when it Is grown, it 
is the greatest among the herbs 
and beeometh a tree." 

She added, “We went out naked 
because the Bible said we had to 
get back to the Garden of Eden.” 

And the delivery truck? 

"It was just a spur-of-the-mo¬ 
ment thing," she said. "It was just 
sitting there with the keys in it.” 


EDMONTON (CP) — Al¬ 
berta's 6,600 striking 
nurses, having already re¬ 
jected a government back- 
to-work order, may face a 
court injunction if their 
province-wide strike con¬ 
tinues today. 

Hospitals Minister Dave 
Russell told the legislature 
Wednesday that at least 
three deaths had been 
linked to the strike. 

He said the families of 
three dead persons had told 
him they believed the 
strike contributed to the 
deaths. 

While the politicians de 
bated the strike, a handful 
of nurses, including sev¬ 
eral in sparkling white uni¬ 
forms sporting "Nurses 
are worth it" buttons, 
watched silently from the 
public gallery. 

The debate centred on 
the lengthy negotiations 
between the United Nurses 
of Alberta and the Alberta 
Hospital Association and 
the need to pay nurses 
more. 

After he finished speak¬ 
ing, Russell rushed from 
the house, refusing to an¬ 
swer reporters' questions. 

The Alberta government, 
having failed to force the 
nurses back to work 
through cabinet order 
Monday, will seek an in¬ 
junction if there is no im¬ 
mediate court ruling on 


the validity of the back-to- 
work order, Russell said 
Wednesday. 

The United Nurses of Al¬ 
berta challenged the legal¬ 
ity of the order and took its 
case Tuesday to Court of 
Queen’s Bench. However, 
legal formalities could 
delay a decision for days 
and Russell said he was not 
prepared to wait that long. 

"We would be very con¬ 
cerned at any undue delay 
in the court . . . We're 


prepared to join with them 
(UNA) and get this ques¬ 
tion resolved quickly. But if 
there’s any delaying legal 
tactic, we would then have 
to consider initiating our 
own action." 

Simon Renouf. chief ex¬ 
ecutive officer of the Unit¬ 
ed Nurses of Alberta, said 
the government could end 
the strike in a day with a 
reasonable wage offer.

into a coma and a state of 
shock, the 87-year-old 
Yugoslav leader’s doctors 
said Wednesday.

It had been widely be¬ 
lieved Tito was at least 
semi-comatose.

“When they say shock, 
they mean a reduction of 
blood pressure, which in 
this kind of situation pre¬ 
cedes death. Shock in a 
critically ill patient means 
the regulatory system of 
the bloodstream ceases to 
function.”

In Ottawa, External Af¬ 
fairs Minister Mark Mac- 
Guigan announced Can¬ 
ada’s moves, which include 
limiting the Iranian diplo¬ 
matic staff in Ottawa to 
one officer. Canada told the 
second Iranian officer 
there to leave within 72 
hours. No further Canadian 
visas will be issued to Ira¬ 
nian students, except for a 
small group already grant¬ 
ed approval. 

The announcement came 
as MacGuigan met in Ot¬ 
tawa with U.S. State Secre¬ 
tary Cyrus Vance, who has 
been urging Western allies 
to step up economic and 
political pressure against 
the Iranian revolutionary 
regime. 

British Foreign Secre¬ 
tary Lord Carrington, 
speaking in the House of 
Commons in London, said, 
"Our hope at this 11th hour 
is that the Iranian author¬ 
ities will draw the inescap¬ 
able conclusion that the 
continued detention of the 
hostages is not in Iran’s 
own interest and should be 
brought to an end without 
delay.”

Mika agreed that it would 
have been better to have 
proceeded to litigation, 
which he noted Couvelier 
had voted against. 

He said he resented the 
way the proposal to allow 
Eaton's into the centre had 
been sprung on council 
members. 

Couvelier angrily reject¬ 
ed the suggestion that the 
application was “sprung" 
on Saanich council, and 
Mika amended his remark 
to say the proposal had 
been sprung on him, but he 
could not speak for other 
aldermen. 

A shouting match be¬ 
tween the two resulted, 
with chairman Campbell 
jumping in to declare Cou¬ 
velier out of order and rule 
that the term "sprung" 
was not unparliamentary. 

The shouting continued 
until Campbell hammered 
his gavel and repeatedly 
called for order to allow 
Mika to continue.

At the Foothills 
Hospital in Calgary, one of 
those not struck, more than 
200 of the 550 provincial 
nurses not eligible to strike 
have picked up applica¬ 
tions to resign. 

"We’re not counselling 
people to resign," said 
Renouf. “We’re disturbed 
by stories on the potential 
of mass resignations. But 


it’s a very serious situa¬ 
tion. and one that should 
concern the hospitals. 

“Russell doesn’t seem to 
take the threat seriously, 
but I do.” 


Nurses gained more sup¬ 
port for their stand and 
were being joined on picket 
lines by teachers, doctors, 
laborers and others. Doc¬ 
tors have advertised their 
support in newspapers, 
saying nurses are worth the 
increase they are seeking.

LONDON (CP) — A local Labor party supporter 
in the town of Great Yarmouth believes the solution 
to Britain's long list of economic woes is simple. 

"The trouble is, running the country is not a woman’s 
job. They should never have appointed Margaret 
Thatcher." 

The comment may seem insignificant, but Great 
Yarmouth holds a local election May 1, the first 
anniversary of Prime Minister Thatcher's general elec¬ 
tion victory. If any town in England and Wales can 
indicate the mood of the country after the first year of 
Conservative rule, say pundits here, Great Yarmouth 
can. 

Verdicts on the Thatcher year are beginning to 
emerge. 

The industrial area of Great Yarmouth has always 
mirrored the national trends. 

Although Tory budgets have reduced the basic rate 
of income tax to 30 per cent from 33 per cent, Britons 
have watched the rate of tax on goods and services 
increase to IS per cent from eight per cent this time last 
year. 

THE GOVERNMENT does not deny that this has been 
an inflationary year rather than a confrontationary one. 

And just how vividly Britons recall the “winter of 
discontent” a year ago when a rash of public ser¬ 
vice strikes brought the country to its knees could 
figure largely at the Great Yarmouth polls. 

Thatcher defeated James Callaghan’s minority 
Labor government on a promise to tame the unions and 
although the controversial employment bill is still before 
the House of Commons, the government has survived the 
winter. 

The long-drawn out national steel strike finally came 
to an end with the government holding firm to its 
non-interventionist line. 

BRITISH LEYLAND is an exception, but there the 
headlines have now been hit by the rank-and-file revolt 
against the shop stewards. 

There are 48 council seats up for grabs in Great 
Yarmouth: The Conservatives hold 26. Labor has 17. 
the Liberals two, and there are three Independents.

Reactor re-entry delayed 


MANILA (CP) — About 
96 people are feared dead, 
but nearly 900 were saved 
after a Philippines ferry 
sank Tuesday after a colli¬ 
sion with an oil tanker 
barge. 

Owners of the ferry Don 
Juan, the Negros Naviga¬ 
tion Co., said 71 additional 
bodies were recovered, 
bringing to 96 the total 
dead. But rescue officials 
listed IS known dead and 


said a final tally could be 
much higher. 

The inter-island vessel 
sank off the island of Min¬ 
doro I t minutes after being 
hit by the tanker Tacloban 
City in the Tablas Strait, 
210 kilometres southeast of 
here. 

The Don Juan was on a 
run from Manila to Bacolod 
City, in the central Philip- 
pincs, when it was 
rammed. 


MIDDLETOWN, Pa. 
(UPI) — The first entry of 
humans into the building 
housing the crippled Three 
Mile Island Unit No. 2 reac¬ 
tor was postponed Wednes¬ 
day for one week because 
breathing apparatus for 
the two-man exploration 
team had not been fully 
tested. 

General Public Utilities 
Corp., owner of the plant, 
said at a news conference 
the 20-minute entry of two 
men would probably take 
place next week after the 
respiratory equipment was 
certified by federal author¬ 
ities. 

Robert Arnold, chief 
GPU spokesman, said the 
entry was necessary to 
gather more detailed infor- 
matlon about radiation 
levels inside the building. 

“The purpose of the 
entry is to gain information 
on radiological conditions 
in a limited part of the 
budding," said Arnold. 

"That information can 
only be obtained by going 
into the building." 

There arc about 50,000 


curies of radioactive kryp¬ 
ton gas inside the contain¬ 
ment building along with 
thousands of gallons of 
contaminated water. The 
contamination took place 
during the March 28, 1979 
accident at the plant. 

Arnold said that 25 curies 
of krypton would have to be 
released during the entry. 

Arnold said the two work¬ 


ers who volunteered to 
enter the building were se¬ 
nior engineer William 
Behrle and Unite No. 2 
engineer Michael Benson. 
He said they would enter 
through a ground-level air¬ 
lock and once inside take 
air and surface radiation 
readings and also check 
ventilation equipment. 

"They'll also make a 


‘map’ of radiation levels 
inside the building,” said 
Arnold. 

Behrle and Benson said 
they were not afraid of the 
expected one rom dose they 
would receive by going in¬ 
side the building. 

"I drive to work every 
day and I’m not afraid,” 
joked Benson. 


PLYMOUTH, England 
(AP) — Lone yachtsman 
David Scott Cowper sailed 
home to two round-the 
world records today, 249 
days after setting out vir¬ 
tually unnoticed in his 12- 
metre-long craft Ocean 
Bound. 

A yacht club cannon 
marked the voyage's end, 
and a hero’s welcome 
awaited as Scott Cowper, 
38, put into the Plymouth 
harbor a full day ahead of 
the late Sir Francis Chi¬ 
chester's 1967 non-stop rec¬ 
ord of 226 days at sea. 

The quiet surveyor from 
Newcastle, England, also 
knocked 23 days off the 
272-day total voyage record 
set by Dame Naomi James 
in 1978. That record includ¬ 
ed days at sea and at port. 

“I’m broke but happy,” 
said Scott Cowper as he 
held his 21-month-old son 
Freddie, much grown since 
they last saw each other. 
“This trip has cost me an 
absolute fortune but it’s 
been worth every penny.” 

Despite more than 48 
hours without sleep Scott 
Cowper looked fresh and fit 
as he stepped off his $176,- 
000 blue boat and into the 
arms of his wife Caroline, 
35: 

While waiting for her 
husband’s return she had 
told reporters: “He’s a 
very determined man. 


When he sets his mind to a 
thing he just goes right out 
and does it. But I'll have to 
start nagging if he decides! 
to go on another voyage ‘ 
like this.” 

During his trip, Scott 
Cowper survived a near 
capsize in mountainous 
seas, was “buzzed” by 
Russian ships off South ' 
America, wallowed be 
calmed in the doldrums ■ 
and was plagued by steer- .

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It was our only 
Olympic choice 

The reaction of Canada's athletes this 
week, following the federal government’s de¬ 
cision to endorse the boycott of the Moscow 
Olympics, is entirely understandable. They 
have devoted years of their lives — years of 
rigorous preparation and punishing self-disci¬ 
pline — to this single goal of Olympic par¬ 
ticipation, only to have the opportunity 
wrenched away at the last minute. The sense 
of frustration and bitter disappointment must 
be almost overwhelming. 

But they must realize that there is far 
more at stake here than athletic skill, pride 
and the desire to excel against the world’s best. 
The boycott was proposed by Canada’s closest 
friend and ally, the United States, as an 
expression of international outrage against 
the brutal invasion of one country by an¬ 
other. Canada had no moral or political choice 
but to support it. 

Some political commentators today are 
trying to persuade us that what the Soviet 
Union did to Afghanistan almost four months 
ago really wasn’t so reprehensible. They 
insist on calling the whole exercise an “inter- 
ventioft.” They argue that Afghanistan has 
been in the Soviet Union’s legitimate “sphere 
of Influence” for more than 30 years, since the 
British pulled out of India, and that the Rus¬ 
sians were motivated not by imperialist ex¬ 
pansion but by concern over seething Moslem 
unrest on their southern borders. 

These pundits are pussyfooting into the 
realm of euphemism and dangerous self-delu¬ 
sion. When a superpower sends thousands of 
troops, tanks and helicopter gunships into a 
small, defenceless, neighboring state it is 
undisguised aggression, not an intervention. 
And the world should clearly express its dis¬ 
gust at such an atrocity. 

A boycott of the Moscow Olympics is one 
way of doing that, and it can be an ex¬ 
tremely effective way if it receives wide¬ 
spread support. Canada’s action this week — 
coinciding with a similar move by West Ger¬ 
many — should help to bring over some of the 
wavering nations and ensure that the Russians 
get the message of worldwide disapproval. If 
40, 50 or more countries stay away from 
Moscow, explaining their absence in credible 
terms should test even the superlative propa¬ 
ganda skills of Tass and Pravda. 

Canadian pentathlon star Diane Jones 
Konihowski complained this week: “I don’t 
think the athletes should have to suffer.” 
Someone should remind her that the wretched 
people of Afghanistan arc suffering today a 
whole lot more than she is. 


Two equals three 

At this very moment there are Liberal 
politicians in Eastern Canada puzzled by the 
political disenchantment with them out west. 

Well, chaps, you don’t have to roam far 
afield for the latest hint. Consider the remarks 
of Justice Minister Jean Chretien Monday 
when Mr. Justice Antonio Lamer of Quebec 
was sworn in as the newest member of 
the Supreme Court of Canada. 

The nine justices of the Supreme Court are 
drawn from all regions of Canada “so that this 
court is truly reflective of the entire country,” 
said Mr. Chretien. 

The Supreme Court consists of one judge 
from the Atlantic provinces, three each from 
Ontario and Quebec — and two from western 
Canada. 

Population figures from the last federal 
census, in 1976, show there were 6.2 million 
people living in the four western provinces. 
(Two judges, remember?) The same census 
shows there were 6.2 million people living in 
Quebec. (Three judges, remember?). 

One reason we’re a little restless out here 
is the funny arithmetic Liberals use back 
East. 
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COMMENT/BACKGROUND 


The endless struggle to share the land 


You are quoted as saying that we have 
witnessed the destruction of the environment through 
insignificant Increments. Could you elaborate? 

McTaggart-Cowan: This Is one of the most impor¬ 
tant things we have discovered. Development is imposed 
on an environment in stages. If you make decisions on 
whether each separate change Is going to be important, 
you are apt to say: "No, that's not important — let it go.” 
But when you look back 10 years later, you'll probably 
see that each little change had its own impact. The 
total consequence Is destruction of the environment, 
although each separate act appeared insignificant. 

Question: What example comes to mind? 

McTaggart-Cowan: Well, the Fraser River Delta. 
A developer comes along and he's got some wetland. He 
wants to fill it in for a shopping plaza and there's an awful 
lot of wetland in the delta — no problem. So the sockeye 
salmon fry lose five acres. What's five acres when you 
have one hundred thousand? But this pattern is repeated 
many times: A new area is dyked off, another receives 
a small sewer outfall, a log storage area is developed, 
and so on. The total results are the destruction of the 
biological support value of the delta. 

The assumption is always that when you devel¬ 
op land the wildlife goes elsewhere, but there Isn't 
any “elsewhere.” All the “elsewheres” are already 
full, and if you take out a few acres you are perman¬ 
ently removing the creatures that live there. That’s 
what Is meant by destruction by insignificant incre¬ 
ments. 

Question: Is there any mechanism that would, if 
not erase what has gone before, at least alter the 
process? 

McTaggart-Cowan: You have to bring people together. 
You have to try and determine what are the minimum 
needs for maintaining a variety of useful purposes. You 
might decide collectively that the industrial interests are 
so paramount that the fishery resource can be wiped out 
on an individual river. That's been done many times. To 
many people that is extremely short-sighted, because 
well-managed biological resources will go on indefinitely, 
whereas industrial uses come and go. 

Question: A great deal of concern has been expressed 
in recent years over the future of river estuaries. 

McTaggart-Cowan: Estuaries are a doorway to every¬ 
thing a river is. If you consider the value of the

sockeye salmon spawning areas, the most valuable 
land in North America could be the Adams River 
spawning beds, not the corner of Yonge and Bloor in 
Toronto. But what do you do when someone wants to 
build a summer cabin on tbe river bank? 

Questkm: What is tbe harm in building a cabin on a 
river bank? 

McTaggart-Cowan: That one cabin isn’t necessarily a 
problem. But suppose the cabin Is replaced with a 
retirement home with a dishwasher and lawns and 
a septic field. Then five years later the house is replaced 
by a motel, and 50 other people do the same thing on adja¬ 
cent lots. Step by step the river is threatened, and all 
of a sudden it all looks quite stupid. 

Qaestkm: What impact does logging have on the en¬ 
vironment? 

McTaggart-Cowan: There are a number of things 
about logging that have always Interested me. It’s highly 
site-specific so far as its impact on wildlife and fisheries 
are concerned. There is no doubt that the removal of 
timber in some forest types has produced a kind of habitat 
that is much more suitable for blacktail deer than was 
the primitive forest. But as logging moved higher up 
the slopes and clearcutting followed by fire was the 
accepted practice, huge areas became uninhabitable 
during heavy snow periods, and the deer were sometimes 
prevented from reaching safe winter range. 

Newer logging techniques which create leave-strips 
between higher and lower elevations, while they also 
result in a lot of open ground, do maintain corridors 
through which the deer can move to more suitable 
wintering areas. 

Other types of forest, such as the mature spruce 
forest in the Selkirks and northern mountainous areas, 
are essential winter range for caribou. The caribou make

heavy use of the bear “moss" that hangs from the 
branches. To log this forest is to eliminate the caribou 

Questkm: But If it comes down to deciding whether to 
manage a forest for its timber or its wildlife, economic 
pressures will always sway the decision in favour of 
logging? 

McTaggart-Cowaa: Not necessarily I did a study 
of the spruce forests in the Fort Nelson area. My 
estimate was that, over a 100 -year cycle, the forests were 
worth more for their furs than their trees. 

Question: Then we are looking at different uses for 
different kinds of forests? 

McTaggart-Cowan: Yes, but that doesn't mean I'm not 
interestedin forest production. It would be ridiculous for 
any British Columbian to try to opt out of the forest 
business. 

Question: You’ve dealt with the effect of logging on 
forest wildlife; what of its effect on fish? 

McTaggart-Cowaa: I don't think there is any doubt that 
the kind of forestry practised on large parts of Vancouver 
Island 15 or 20 years ago had a lot to do with the collapse of 
the coho salmon. Forest removal led to multitudes of 
small steams experiencing violent spring runoffs, fol¬ 
lowed by their drying up in the summer. It was pretty 
sloppy management; unfortunately, it still persists in 
some areas — witness the Queen Charlotte Island prac¬ 
tices and the present controversy there. 

Question: Besides logging itself, logging roads also 
affect wilderness and wildlife habitat? 

McTaggart-Cowan: The most important effect is 
greatly increased access. The area of hinterland where 
wildlife cannot be assaulted by hunters or panicked by 
snowmobilers gets smaller and smaller. Increased access 
through logging and mining roads has resulted in a steady 
decline in several species of wildlife. 

Question: Once logging roads have opened, the public 
has access to areas previously closed to anyone but 
hikers or horsemen. 

McTaggart-Cowan: If you want to see a really sad state 
of affairs, go to the country northwest of Kamloops. You 
can go 30 miles on old logging and mining roads. Within 
the first five miles are a lot of hills that appear to have 
been left by glacial action — mini mountains. Almost 
every mound has been torn to shreds by motorcyclists. 
This kind of damage by off road vehicles is widespread. 

Question: British Columbia is well launched into 
an era of multiple resource use. What effect has 
this concept had on conservation efforts? 

McTaggart-Cowan: All sorts of things are being done 
which make It possible for a variety of groups to gain 
benefit from the same parcel of land at the same time, or 
sequentially. Where logging is involved, a large part of 
that land will be an eyesore over certain periods of its 
management cycle. Some people resent that fact, others 
are prepared to say that that is part of the business of 
man’s use of his resources. Still, there are a number of 
logging techniques, such as retaining some forest cover 
on game winter ranges, or leaving forest corridors 
between high and low forests, which can assure some 
multiple-use values. 

Question: Then what we are striving for is a balance 
between economic and aesthetic, or spiritual, needs? 

McTaggart-Cowan: We have different Ideas In our 
society about what constitutes wise land use. We elect 
people to make these kinds of decisions, but I think 
citizens can participate in the decision-making of govern¬ 
ments — as members of advisory committees or conser¬ 
vation organizations, by writing their parliamentarians 
when they feel the urgency to do so. We should do more of 
it. 

Question: Is that what brought about greater recogni¬ 
tion of the need for conservation — public pressure? 

McTaggart-Cowan: Yes, I really think it is. People 
have become more adept at expressing themselves, and 
they have learned to organize themselves into local; 
national and international organizations which are large 
enough and sophisticated enough to command attention. 

One of the problems of being a conservationist is 
that you can win over and over again, but you only 
have to lose once and the ball game is over. Extinc¬ 
tion is forever. 


Two million more mouths each year 

Mexico’s food crisis 


A time filled with potential 
but much of it threatening 


MEXICO CITY — The 
average businessman in 
oil-rich Mexico eats more 
in a week of expense ac¬ 
count lunches than a poor 
Indian family eats In a 
month. 

Now the Mexican govern¬ 
ment has announced an 
ambitious plan to raise the 
nutritional content of the 
food eaten by the great 
mass of the Mexican poor 
and to strive for food self- 
sufficiency. 

The country faces a se¬ 
vere food crisis which is 
casting a shadow over its 
long-term political sta¬ 
bility. The crisis is caused 
by a high birth rate and 
dwindling agricultural pro¬ 
duction. 

Every year there are two 
million more mouths to 
feed. This year cereal im¬ 
ports will amount to some 
seven million tonnes, twice 
last year’s. 

American corn will prob¬ 
ably be used to make half 
this year’s tortillas, the 
pancake which is the staple 
food of the poor. 

The government's plan, 
known by Its Spanish acro¬ 
nym SAM, states that out 
of a population of 70 mil-

lion, half do not eat the 
internationally accepted 
minimum number of calo¬ 
ries and proteins a day. Of 
these 35 million, 19 mil¬ 
lion are severely under¬ 
nourished. 

Despite Mexico's oil 
wealth, the gap between 
rich and poor is widening. 
This is most visible in the 
influx into Mexico City of 
about 1,000 people a day 
from the impoverished 
countryside. 

About 40 per cent of the 
population work in agricul¬ 
ture but they produce only 8 
per cent of the gross do¬ 
mestic product. 

A vigorous family plan¬ 
ning program has been 
under way for four years 
with the aim of reducing 
the birth rate from three 
per cent to one per cent by 
the year 2000, but little has 
been done to stimulate food 
production. 

Last year’s agricultural 
production fell in volume 
by 10 per cent from the 1978 
level. The bad harvest was

blamed on severe frost and 
drought — both of which 
were the harshest for a dec¬ 
ade — but there were also 
the perennial problems of 
antiquated farming 
methods, lack of credit and 
a poor infrastructure. 

Unless the decline in 
agriculture can be re¬ 
versed, more and more of 
Mexico’s oil revenue will 
have to be used to pay for 
food imports instead of 
providing the country with 
a catalyst for genuine eco¬ 
nomic development. 

The SAM plan's funda¬ 
mental aim will be to tend 
to the needs of the 19 mil¬ 
lion severely undernour¬ 
ished. This will be done by:' 

It Increased govern¬ 
ment subsidies for the agri¬ 
cultural sector as a whole. 
This year they will amount 
of |3.7 billion. $884 million 
more than 1979. 

* Irrigation of more 
land. 

* Increased guaranteed 
prices to encourage higher 
production. 

1 5 Exploitation of the 
rich fish potential of Mexi¬ 
can waters. 

Many observers believe 
that to raise production, 
the present system of 
ejidos (state-owned small 
holdings) will have to be 
modified. This is a sensi¬ 
tive point, for “Land and 
Freedom" was the battle 
cry of the 1910 Mexican 
revolution and a corner¬ 
stone of post-revolutionary 
Mexico. 

There is also the question 
of whether to keep large 
parts of irrigated land 
(often the richest) for la¬ 
bour-intensive export 
crops, such as strawber¬ 
ries, or to switch that land 
into basic crops. 



OTTAWA — Last week 
was jam-packed with his 
tory in the making. The 
32nd Par¬ 
liament 
opened on a 
high note of 
hope and 
promise. 

Yet seldom 
have do¬ 
mestic and 
interna¬ 
tional ten¬ 
sions cast 
such long 
shadows across the face of 
politics. 

President Carter admit¬ 
ted that the U.S. Is In Jfe 
cession. And although he 
predicted that it will be 
short-lived, Canadian econ¬ 
omists, who expect this 
country to follow our neigh¬ 
bour Into the doldrums, are 
not sure. Arthur Donner, 
for one, warns that the 
turndown may not be as 
short or as mild as predict¬ 
ed. 

Certainly the signs are 
ominous. Thousands of 
auto workers are being laid 
off on both sides of the bor¬ 
der — casualities of big 
cars and high interest rates 
in a context of soaring 
gasoline prices. Their loss 
of jobs will have a far- 
reaching ripple effect on 
the economy. 

Little wonder that NDP 
Leader Ed Broadbent is 
demanding that the Can- 
ada-U.S. Auto Pact be re¬ 
opened to build in provi¬ 
sions to protect Canadian 
workers against the on¬ 
slaught of Japanese and 
German compacts soon to 
be assembled in the U.S. 
Negotiating satisfactory 
guarantees is easier said 
than done, however, and 
Trade Minister Herb Gray, 
himself a Windsor MP, is 
sweating to find a solution.

nomic uncertainty is found 
In Finance Minister Allan 
MacEachen's reluctance to 
set a date for his first 
budget. He cites the neces¬ 
sity of an agreement on oil 
prices as the reason; but 
one senses the hesitation 
might also reflect official 
uncertainty about what to 
do. High interest rates have 
slowed down the U.S. and 
Canadian economics. But 
no one has yet bothered to 
explain how inflation can 
be controlled by produc¬ 
ing fewer goods and ser¬ 
vices. 

Even more frightening 
was Jimmy Carter's warn¬ 
ing that if economic mea¬ 
sures imposed by America 
and its allies don't per¬ 
suade the Iranians to re¬ 
lease the 50 hostages, the 
U.S. is entitled to use force. 
The consequences of such a 
move would be impossible 
to predict — bad news for 
world stability. 

Of more immediate con¬ 
cern to Canadians was 
Rene Levesque’s launching 
of the Quebec referendum, 
with voting set for May 20. 
The countdown ended with¬ 
out a hitch and the separat¬ 
ist campaign lifted off with 
the power and grace of 
an intercontinental missile 
locked on to its target. 

Compared to Levesque’s 
highly emotional elo¬ 
quence, Claude Ryan's 
reaction seemed carping 
and legalistic. His speech 
contained no fire to stir the 
blood. Prime Minister Tru¬ 
deau picked up the ball in 
the Commons with a cool, 
reasoned and logical ap¬ 
peal. Its weakness lay in 
the impression it was too 
cerebral — the logic a bit 
too tortured. Canada 


wouldn't negotiate so¬ 
vereignty-association with 
Quebec, he admonished, 
consequently a "yes" vole 
would only lead to a stale¬ 
mate. 

Trudeau repeated this 
theme at his press confer¬ 
ence while adding another 
' note of alarm. If a “yes” 
vote was followed by a re¬ 
fusal to negotiate (as he 
had stated it would be), 
the PQ might take drastic 
action. Arguing that Que 
bee had been humiliated 
and the will of the majority 
thwarted, the Pequlstes 
might opt for a unilateral 
declaration of indepen¬ 
dence. Quebec might just 
slam the door on Canada 
(as Rhodesia had against 
Britain a decade ago). 

The thought was more 
chilling following news 
from the “front." A Liberal 
friend from Montreal, who 
had been knocking on 
doors, was very apprehen¬ 
sive. He found that the PQ 
had persuaded many Que¬ 
becers that a “yes" vote is 
not for separation but 
merely a device for 
strengthening the govern¬ 
ment’s hand — a guarantee 
that English-Canada, at 
last, will take Quebec's 
grievances seriously. 

The federalists have not 
yet succeeded in counter¬ 
ing this argument. They 
are floundering badly in a 
sea of negativism. And un¬ 
less they change their tac¬ 
tics the odds are two to one 
that Levesque will win. 

Trudeau’s re-emergence 
in federal politics has put 
the spotlight on him. With 
the battle going badly, he 
will have to call on that 
passion of which he is cap¬ 
able when his back is 
against the wall. 

<c> Toronto Sun Syndicate 
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Proponents of the soon to be laughed about 
crossing of Georgia Strait, be it under the water, on 
top of the water or a combination of both, have 
obviously been students of a new, new math that is 
foreign to many cost estimators of our area. Their 
guestimates re the eventual final cost of such a 
project are at best, humorous. 

Joe Cunliffe, head of a consortium that present 
ed a new, floating highway proposal to Pat McGeer 
a week ago, estimated the project would cost (2 1 
billion dollars—a very healthy figure which in itself 
is probably too rich for the blood of British Colum¬ 
bians. At the same time. Saw Bawlf was persuaded 
to mention some job estimates, time figures, etc. He 
said 7,000 jobs would be generated and that 50.000 
man years of work would result. Impressive as hell, 
but there is a distinct lack of jibe between Cunliffe's 
cost figure and Bawlf’s employment figures. The 
following breakdown should make some sort of 
mockery of both. 

Take my word for It, there are roughly 239 
working days in a year and if you multiply this by 
50,000 man years of work (11,950,000) and multiply 
this by seven and one-half hours of work per day, 
you get 89,625,000 hours. 1 am assured the per hour 
figure (total cost of each worker,) could not be less 
than $30 and. In fact, I am assured this would 
probably be low. Back to the abacus again and out 
comes the figure of $2,688,750,000. If you’ll check 
closely, you’ll find we have already surpassed the 
consortium’s total cost estimate of $2.4 billion and 
all we’ve dealt with is manpower. Press on. 

OUR INFLATION RATE has been running at 
7.5 per cent, which will probably be a reasonable 
rate to use throughout the Sam Bawlf estimate of a 
little over seven years to complete the project. Put 
that through the computer and the figure grows to 
$3,317,836,804. 

I’m told the rule of thumb is that labor costs arc 
but 50 per cent (some say this figure is 15 per cent 
high) of the total cost, so, to account for materials 
used, double the last figure given. 

Now we have a total of $6,635,673,608. That’s $6.6 
billion, remember. But the figure isn’t a total figure 
after all because there is still the sticky problem of 
money financing. 

The money market prime rate is in excess of 15 
per cent at this time, but let us assume our 
government could get the money for a flat 15 per 
cent over an amortization period of 20 years. You 
would now be looking at a final payout of $20,316,- 
000.000. 

It means the original estimate of $2.4 billion 
falls $17,916,000,000 short of actuality, which, no 
matter what yardstick you use, is a pretty mean 
shortfall of long green. 

WITH THIS IN MIND, can any part of the 
proposal be taken seriously? This, incidentally, falls 
in line with a thought by an up-island council 
member who said she would vote against the project 
just in case anybody did take it with more than a 
grain of salt. 

It should be clear, at this point, that a tunnel, a 
floating bridge, a tunnel-bridge, is not only beyond 
our financial capabilities, it is outside the wishes of 
those most concerned—Vancouver Islanders and 
Gulf Islanders. 

The question, then, begs an answer. Why com¬ 
mit any money to a feasibility study of the whole 
thing? You might recall it has been said a half 
million bucks could be provided by the provincial 
government for such a study. A half million bucks, 
said quickly, doesn't sound like an awful lot when 
we're kicking around projects worth many billions 
of dollars. 

Be that as it may, a half million bucks is a lot of 
bucks from a lot of taxpayers and surely, in this age 
of recession, far better uses can be found for such 
expenditure. And remember statements made by 
cabinet ministers that such a link could ease the 
population pressure on the Lower Mainland—ease 
them all right, at the expense of the good way of 
Vancouver Island life. 

The final line on this whole Gilbert and Sullivan 
light opera (combined with the grandiose scenario 
of a new stadium and B.C. Place,) is a money factor 
that could put the province on very thin financial 
ice. A tunnel, a bridge, a stadium, a B.C. Place- 
costly projects that can be eliminated without any 
adverse affect on the quality of life in British 
Columbia.

I am saddened by Gorde Hunter’s far-reaching at¬ 
tack on the federal government’s proposed policy to 
decriminalize possession of marijuana. And I can only 
hope the witch-Hunt-er is less successful than the school 
girls of Salem responsible for coining the word in our 
language. 

The Hunter report did not mention the LeDain Com¬ 
mission which found marijuana a relatively innocu¬ 
ous substance, and was most specific in stating its 
widespread use in Canada was virtually impossible to 
effectively police. An example would be the incredi¬ 
ble cost presently being borne by the Canadian tax¬ 
payer in an attempt to convict the people caught last 
year on our West Coast by the Canadian forces and 
RCMP.

In 1925 a U.S.-sponsored com¬ 
mittee in the Panama Canal Zone stated “there is 
no evidence that marijuana as grown here is a habit-

No, Mr. Hunter, the rosy-cheeked radicals of the 60’s 
are slugging it out in the work a day world just like 
you, trying to raise families with rising costs and a 
diminishing dollar. And little forays into the quieter 
recesses of the mind by these greying children of 
the post-war baby boom are no threat to our popula¬ 
tion or the intelligence with which we deal with the 
future.

OTTAWA — Did Finance 
Minister Allan MacEachen 
deliver a budget the other 
night or didn’t he? 

It seemed like a budget, 
but MacEachen himself 
said he liked to think of It as 
“background information 
on the fiscal and economic 
situation." 

Or, as he added later, 
“an early and accurate ac¬ 
counting of the current 
state of affairs." 

Former Conservative fi¬ 
nance minister John Cros- 
bie persumably didn’t 
think it was a budget. He 
called it "a despicable con¬ 
coction.” 

Nor was it a budget in the 
eyes of NDP Leader Ed 
Broadbent, who saw it as 
"a hypocritical act." 

Now it did seem to be 
verging on a budget when 
Crosbie, outside the Com¬ 
mons Monday night, decid¬ 
ed it was “a Mini Mouse 
budget." 

And Joe Clark made it 
seem even more so when he 
said MacEachen had 
“smuggled in what was in 
effect a budget." 

Did Prime Minister 
Pierre Trudeau agree? 
Who knows? His sole con¬ 
tribution to the debate that 
swirled shortly after Mac¬ 
Eachen sat down was this: 
"Quit talking about sex." 


What, then, could a per¬ 
son be paid for, say, hoeing 
beans? 

A hill of beans? 

What could a person be 
paid for milking a cow? 
The cow would pay practi¬ 
cally anything, of course. 
And so would a farmer, if 
he felt the cow wouldn't be 
milked otherwise. 

What about when the 
day’s work is done? Could a 
wife claim a deduction if 
her husband offered a 
penny for her thoughts? 

Finally, what kind of de¬ 
duction will the tax people 
allow for those times in the 
life of any couple when one 
says to the other: “I’d pay 
just about anything 
for. ..” 

AMONG the many eco¬ 
nomic tomes brought down 
by the government, none is 
more weighty—or less en¬ 
lightening—than the blue 
book of spending esti¬ 
mates. 

The latest two-inch-thick 
volume was brought down 
Tuesday, and its full of 


billions worth of projected 
federal expenditures that 
have only a passing—if 
any—relation to what the 
government actually plans 
to spend this year. 

Although they were in¬ 
troduced by Liberal Don 
Johnston, president of the 
treasury board, they are 
based on plans made by his 
Conservative predecessor, 
Sinclair Stevens, many of 
which the new government 
wants nothing to do with. 

The blue book forecasts 
spending of $58.4 billion, 
yet MacEachen estimated 
Monday, again in the bud¬ 
get that wasn't, that the 
government probably will 
spend $60.4 billion, or $2 
billion more. 

Adding to the confusion is 
the problem of figuring out 
just how to decipher the 
estimates described in the 
book. 

To determine where the 
money is going, citizens are 
advised that: “A statement 
of objectives and, usually, 
of sub-objectives is provid¬ 


ed for each program. Ide 
ally there is a sub-objective 
for each activity. However, 
because in some instances 
this one-to-one relationship 
is not realistic or would not 
provide the most informa¬ 
tive presentation, there 
may be more than one sub¬ 
objective per activity or. 
alternatively, more than 
one activity related to a 
sub-objective.” 

What could possibly be 
clearer?

groups. 

However, Plummer said 
the security service gave 
Hart a miniature tape re¬ 
corder and a hidden micro¬ 
phone and told him to tape 
any conversations he 
could. 

Plummer said he did not 
see anything wrong with a 
police informer attending 
private meetings of Doug¬ 
las with the solicitor-gen¬ 
eral, MPs or members of 
provincial legislatures. 

Plummer said he did not 
tell Hart to tape a talk 
Douglas gave to the NDP 
members of the B.C. Legis¬ 
lature in March, 1975. But 
he added: 

“He (Hart) had the 
equipment, he had our au¬ 
thority to tape whenever 
convenient and It’s entirely 
possible he had a tape rec¬ 
ording that included the 
caucus.” 

Plummer disputed 
Hart's earlier testimony 
that the RCMP asked him 
to tape the meeting with 
Allmand. That was Hart’s 
idea and it was rejected by 
RCMP headquarters, he 
said.

In his statement made at 
the Colwood police detach¬ 
ment, Whitney-Griffiths 
said he woke up about 7:15 
or 7:20 p.m. and decided he 
needed money.

"If they can do it on TV, 
there's no reason why I 
couldn’t give it a good try,” 
his statement read. 


Defence lawyer George 
Jones called three charac¬ 
ter witnesses, teacher Ro¬ 
bert John Meikle of Duns- 
muir, Esquimalt police 
sergeant Archie Browning, 
and psychologist Dr. Philip 
Perry. 


Browning, a Canadian la¬ 
crosse Hall-of-Fame mem¬ 
ber, said he had known the 
youth for 15 years. The 25- 
year veteran police officer 
said Whitney-Griffiths 
played lacrosse with his 
son. 

Browning said he was 
“utterly shocked” when he 
returned to Victoria to read 
about the incident. He 
called it completely out of 
character for Whitney- 
Griffiths. 

Perry saitf Whitney-Grif¬ 
fiths had been a patient 
since early December and 
seemed genuine in looking 
at his life and realizing 
major changes were need¬ 
ed. 

“There are robberies and 
thcreare robberies,” Jones 
said, "But this is the most 
bizarre ...” 

He emphasized that the 
gun was not loaded and that 
Whitney-Griffiths did not 
even think it would fire. He 
said the youth did not want 
to hurt anybody and that 
the victim was hurt while 
assaulting Whitney-Grif¬ 
fiths. 

Pearce said it was obvi¬ 
ous the young man was a 
handsome, intelligent 
young man who was well 
respected and highly re¬ 
garded. The judge also said 
he was satisfied Whitney- 
Griffiths had already 
learned a very bitter lesson 
and that there was little 
likelihood he would ever 
appear In court again.

A 21-year-old man was 
sentenced to nine months in 
jail after pleading guilty In 
Victoria provincial court 
Wednesday to attempted 
holdup of a Colwood gro¬ 
cery store Nov 21. 

Jeffrey William Whit¬ 
ney-Griffiths, of 3989 Met- 
chosin, was jailed after' 
pleading guilty to attempt¬ 
ed armed robbery and 
wearing a disguise while 
committing an offence. 
Judge Lome Pearce hand¬ 
ed out a concurrent, six- 
month term for the second 
charge. 

A charge of possessing a 
firearm while committing 
an offence was dismissed 
when crown counsel Wayne 
Smith elected not to lead 
any evidence. 

The abortive attempt oc¬ 
curred about 8 p.m. at the 
Happy Valley Store, 3431 
Happy Valley Road. 

Court was told Whitney- 
Griffiths entered the store 
wearing a ski toque over 
his face and demanded 
money from 45 year old 
Samuel Chong, the store 
owner. 

Chong told the bandit, 
who held a revolver at his 
stomach, that he had no 
money. A brief struggle en¬ 
sued, during which Chong 
pressed an intercom sys¬ 
tem to the back of the 
store. 

Chong’s wife came out 
and began yelling and 
screaming, at which point 
Whitney-Griffiths ran out 
with Chong in pursuit.

released a 38-year-old man 
charged with drinking- 
driving offences, but not 
before imposing stringent 
conditions. 

Bernard Joseph Kell, of 
760 Queens, was charged 
with having the care and 
control of a vehicle while 
impaired and a blood-alco¬ 
hol reading over .08. 

Kell was charged after 
incidents Tuesday night in 
the 2600-block Douglas in¬ 
volving a number of hydro 
poles and parked cars. 

Crown counsel Don 
Laughton alleged Victoria 
police obtained two breath 
test readings of .42 and one 
of .41 following Kell’s ar¬ 
rest.

A Victoria man was told In B.C. Supreme Court 
Wednesday he is a persistent and substantial nui¬ 
sance. 

Mr. Justice Lloyd McKenzie made the comment 
while dismissing an application by Richard Harvey 
Moore, 915 Empress, for an order compelling Victoria 
Police Chief W.J. Snowdon and former chief Jack Gre¬ 
gory to investigate his complaint that three policemen 
entered his home Dec. 20, 1978, without a proper 
search warrant. 

McKENZIE said Moore's petition for a court order 
had no basis other than a large number of imaginary 
grievances against justice of the peace John Hodacsek, 
who signed the search warrant, policemen Bernard 
Spaven, Frank Whitton and Donald Bland, Gregory and 
Snowdon, drug prosecutor Martha McNeely and numer¬ 
ous others. 

McKenzie said Moore’s array of complaints was 
without limit and without foundation and included al¬ 
legations of forgery and criminal insanity on the part of 
the three policemen. 

HE SAID Moore’s assertions cannot be taken seri¬ 
ously as a complaint under the Police Art and in any 
event, his failure to give notice to the provincial at¬ 
torney-general of his application was in itself fatal to 
his case for a court order. 

McKenzie adjourned the case at one point to get the 
original of the search warrant produced at the trial. 
He said it was signed by Hodacsek Dec. 20, 1978, and 
appeared to be identical to an affadavlt from Moore 
himself. 

In his summation, city solicitor Jacob de Villiers 
noted there Is no legal requirement for police to exhibit a 
search warrant or even to give a copy of a search 
warrant.

OTTAWA (UPC) - Industry Minis 
ter Herb Gray will lead a delegation 
to the Ford Motor Co. headquar¬ 
ters in Dearborn. Mich, next week to 
make one last attempt to convince the 
auto giant not to close a casting plant 
in Windsor, Ont. 

"The only argument I can use is 
moral persuasion and tell the offi¬ 
cials they have a moral commitment 
to keep the casting plant open and not 
lay off a shift of workers at the engine 
plant in Oakville," Gray said Wed¬ 
nesday. 

The layoffs, expected before the 
end of the year, would mean more 
than 1.000 workers would lose their 
jobs at both plants. 


Gray will probably meet Monday 
with Roy Bennett, president of the 
Canadian operations, and senior ex- 
ecutives of the American Ford parent 
company. 

"in particular, I'm going to urge 
them not to follow through on their 
decision to close the casting plant in 
Windsor and to lay off a shift in the 
assembly plant in Oakville later this 
year.” 

Gray said the federal government 
will not be able to use the threat of 
ending $68 million in assistance to 
Ford to build an engine plant in the 
nearby centre of Essex to prevent the 
layoffs. 

“After personally examining the 


contract, it became clear the commit¬ 
ment only applied to building and 
equipping the engine plant In Essex." 
Gray said. 

Despite the Ford setback, Gray is 
still negotiating an aid package to 
Chrysler Canada to overhaul its 
plants in Windsor. 

A package is being discussed by 
ministers but has not yet been pre¬ 
sented to cabinet. 

Any Chrysler package will cover 
commitments to operate all plants in 
Canada, Gray said. 

"Obviously the exact terms and 
conditions have to be worked out and 
we have all learned our lessons from 
Ford," he said.

NEW YORK (AP) — 
Chase Manhattan Bank, 
the third-largest U.S. com¬ 
mercial bank. Wednesday 
reduced Its prime lending 
rate to 19 per cent from 19(4 
per cent. 

It was the third time in a 
week that Chase has re¬ 
duced the base rate it char¬ 
ges on commercial loans 

Chase did not immedi¬ 
ately comment on its move. 
Analysts, however, had 
predicted further reduc¬ 
tions in the prime because 
interest rates in U.S. 
money markets have fallen 
recently and demand for 
loans has been declining in 
the face of a worsening 
economy and high borrow¬ 
ing costs. 

The prime rate is gen¬ 
erally the lowest rate banks 
charge their best corporate 
customers. But it also is a 
widely followed indicator 
of interest rates in gen¬ 
eral. 

After rising continuously 
to a peak of 20 per eent by 
early April. Chase initiated 
the first prime rate reduc¬ 
tion of the year on April 16 
when it lowered its prime to 
19% per cent. It reduced it 
another one-quarter point 
two days later when the 
banking industry in gen¬ 
eral moved to a 19|4 pcr- 
ccnt prime.

U.S. car sales crashing 


DETROIT (AP) — Auto sales by U.S. 
producers in mid-April took their worst 
plunge in nine years, turning the spring 
selling season into a debacle. 

Sales fell 10 per cent from early 
April. They were off 32 per cent com¬ 
pared with the same mid-April period 
last year — the worst period-to-period 
decline in a year. 

The five U.S. producers delivered 
147,371 cars from April It through 
April 20. compared with 244,379 in the 


same period last year. Since there was 
one more selling day in the 1979 period, 
the percentage change is based on 
dally sales. 

The daily sales rate, 18,421, was the 
worst since the 1975 recession. The 1975 
figure was 18,336. including a few hun¬ 
dred vans no longer counted as cars. 

The estimated annual rate, which 
smooths out seasonal variations, was 
5.9 million for the five companies. In an 
actual year, the U.S. industry has not 
sold so few cars since 1961. 


Exxon sets earnings mark 
with $1.9-billion quarter 


NEW YORK (AP) - 
Exxon Corp., the world's 
largest oil company, re¬ 
ported Wednesday that Us 
earnings doubled to $1,925 
billion in the first quarter 
from a year ago — the 
largest quarterly profit 
ever for a U.S. corpora 
tlon. 

Shell Oil Co., meanwhile, 
reported a 67-per-cent 
earnings increase; rising 
Alaskan oil output at higher 
prices pushed quarterly 
profits up 169 per cent for 
Standard Oil Co. (Ohio); 
and $119.6 million in gold 
and silver trading profits 
sparked a 236-per-cent 
earnings gain for Occiden¬ 
tal Petroleum Corp. 


Exxon’s revenues in the 
first quarter rose to $27.6 
billion from $18.8 billion, 
and earnings per share 
rose to $4.40 from $2.16 in 
last year’s first quarter, 
when profits were $955 mil¬ 
lion. 

Exxon's latest quarter 
earnings, however, did not 
outpace the oil, industry’s 
quarterly profit record — 
the $2.4 billion earned by 
the Royal Dutch-Shell 
Group of Companies in the 
last three months of 1979. 

But Exxon's quarterly 
profits exceeded the previ¬ 
ous U.S. quarterly profit 
record of $1,466 billion, re¬ 
ported by American Tele 


CALGARY (CP)-Court 
action has frozen the assets 
of Nelson Bunker Hunt in 
the Beaufort Sea — assets 
that the wealthy Texan has 
already pledged as part 
settlement of a huge silver- 
futures debt to a third 
party. 

BP Exploration (Libya) 
Ltd. has obtained an in¬ 
junction in the Supreme 
Court of the Northwest 
Territories banning the dis¬ 
posal of the offshore ex¬ 
ploration permits. The in¬ 
junction is an attempt by 
BP to collect $-10 million in 
damages awarded by an 
English court against 
Hunt. 

Lawyers for Hunt will 
seek to lift the injunction. 


The case will be heard Sat¬ 
urday in Yellowknife. 

If the injunction is upheld 
the North African subsidi¬ 
ary of BP would move a 
step closer to the settle 
ment of claims made in 
1971. BP has been attempt¬ 
ing to collect the damages 
by impounding Hunt assets 
in Australia, New Zealand 
and now in Canad 
Northwest Territories. 

If the injunction 
quashed the transfer of 20- 
per-cent of the Hunt inter¬ 
ests in the Beaufort Sea to 
Engelhard Chemicals and 
Minerals Corp. of New 
York presumably could go 
ahead.

CALGARY (CP) - Oil 
has been found In the latest 
Arftic Islands exploration 
well but not in significant 
quantity, Charles Heth- 
erington, president of Pan- 
arctic Oils Ltd., said Tues¬ 
day. 

But he said he is still 
encouraged by the find. 

“As an explorationist, I 
would have to say this Is 
another indication that 
there is an oilfield up there 
somewhere,” said Heth- 
erington, whose firm is ex¬ 
ploring the area. “It's Just 
a question of finding it.” 

Large amounts of natu¬ 
ral gas have been found in 
the Arctic Islands. Panarc- 
tic has identified reserves 
totalling more than 17 tril¬ 
lion cubic feet In 10 years of 
exploration. 

The latest well will be 
classified as another gas 
find because the flow was 
predominantly gas. In pre¬ 
vious tests, the main pay 
zone flowed at rates of up to 
18R million cubic feet of 
gae a day.

CALGARY (CP)—Operating problems 
have been encountered at two wells being 
drilled off the east coast of Newfound¬ 
land, says a spokesman for Mobil Oil 
Canada Ltd. 

The difficulties have delayed drilling 
for about a week at both the Ben Nevis 1-45 
and Hibernia 0-35 wells. But the spokes¬ 
man said Tuesday the problems were 
minor and operations should resume 
shortly. 

A tool was dropped into the wellhead 


equipment at the top of the Ben Nevis well 
and has to be fished out. Meanwhile, 
repairs are being carried out to the blow¬ 
out preventers on top of the Hibernia 
step-out well. 

Blow-out preventers are checked on a 
regular basis and the slightest leak 
prompts repairs, he said. 

The interruptions are expensive and the 
cost of a single day’s operatioh at an East 
Coast offshore well is estimated at more 
than $50,000.

Stevens, now treasury 
board spokesman for the 
Progressive Conservative 
party, told the annual con¬ 
vention of the Canadian 
Importers Association that 
developing countries owe 
more than $120 billion to 
foreign banks and “the po¬ 
tential for an extremely se¬ 
rious financial crisis in the 
next five years is a very 
real possibility." 

“I am skeptical of the 
idea of encouraging more 
Canadian exports by pro¬ 
viding developing coun¬ 
tries additional loan assis¬ 
tance," Stevens said. 

Instead, to overcome 
Canada's deficit of more 
than $5 billion in trade in 
goods and services, he said 
the government should de¬ 
velop an export promotion 
policy w hich focuses on im 
proving manufacturing 
performance abroad and 
which more dosely links 
exports with imports. 

In an interview, Stevens 
said, “It is a mistake to 
have aid going out and to 
have exports going out 
without trying to co-ordi¬ 
nate them. 

"The danger that I see is 
that in our anxiety to sell 
goods and develop trade, 
there is a tendency to say 
let's loan them the money

Police opt for clout, 
call in labor experts

No one expects the po¬ 
liceman to step into the 
mainstream of organized 
labor. 

His union is something he 
prefers to call an associa¬ 
tion. And until now it has 
remained apart from the 
trade union movement, 
serving his needs mainly as 
a necessary instrument for 
contract renewal. 

But in recent times there 
have been signs of a grow¬ 
ing bond between local po¬ 
lice unions and the regular 
unions. There was a break 
through of sorts in 1979 
when two of the local police 
unions—Victoria and Saan¬ 
ich—sent representatives 
to the regular Canadian 
Labor Congress winter 
school at Harrison Hot 
Springs. 

Faced with the harsh 
realities of some tough bar¬ 
gaining sessions, the police 
realized there was a lot to 
be learned. So they turned 
to the experts. 

The latest move has 
brought the skills of full¬ 
time labor specialists to the 
policeman’s side of the 
table. In answer to a re¬ 
quest, the B.C. Federation 
of Labor has offered the 
services of secretary-trea¬ 
surer Dave MacIntyre, re¬ 
search director Dave Rice 


and communications direc¬ 
tor Tom Fawkes. 

MacIntyre is to be in 
place as chief negotiator 
for police from Victoria, 
Saanich, Oak Bay and Es¬ 
quimau when meetings re¬ 
sume next Tuesday with 
the Greater Victoria Labor 
Relations Association and 
mediator Bob Almgren. 

Carl Anshelm, GVLRA 
general manager, said in 
an interview Wednesday he 
had no objection to police 
enlisting the aid of federa¬ 
tion officials. 

"Anything that they do 
that will get negotiations 
under way and bring about 
a settlement is welcome,’’ 
Anshelm said. 

Mediation efforts broke 
off earlier this month with 
police claiming a strike 
vote was inevitable. It was 
their first time bargaining 
together for one contract 
and they said they couldn't 
continue unless GVLRA 
was willing to discuss the 
standardization of cost 
items. GVLRA had pre¬ 
sented seven pages of stan¬ 
dardization proposals for 
non-cost items. 

It was also the first time 
police had bargained with 
GVLRA. In the past the 
four forces had met separ¬ 
ately with the police boards 
in their municipalities. 

Because there had been 
no real bargaining this 


time, the Joint Council for 
Police Negotiations decid¬ 
ed a strike vote at this point 
would be premature. Mem¬ 
bers of the four unions 
agreed at a general meet¬ 
ing Tuesday night. 

But Bryan Bailey, 
spokesman for the council, 
said it was a move that 
might have to be made 
later if nothing is gained 
through mediation. Police 
have also been considering 
other tactics which they 
say would not involve job 
action. 

In describing the deci¬ 
sion of police to turn to the 
province's main labor body 
for help, Bailey said: 
"Municipal police officers 
are probably the smallest 
group in terms of clout. We 
aren’t affiliated with any¬ 
one like others are. And the 
others are able to go to the 
bargaining table with a fair 
amount of muscle.” 

Being on their own and 
without any real union 
training, the police have 
also felt the need for exper¬ 
tise. They will be getting 
this through the federation 
and, they hope, from the 
closer look they have been 
taking at the labor move¬ 
ment. 

Bailey refers to the at¬ 
tendance at the CLC winter 
school as part of a “self- 
education” program 
adopted by Victoria and 
Saanich police. 


Beach squad this weekend? 


Roving police patrols could be 
in action this weekend to combat 
rowdy behavior and vandalism 
which reached crisis proportion 
last weekend at several Saanich 
beaches. 

The special squad will be reacti¬ 
vated immediately if the police 
board agrees and council will be 
asked to approve a special over¬ 
time fund of about $30,000 for 
officers to control beach and house 
parties. 

The decision was reached at a 
three-hour meeting Wednesday 
between aldermen, municipal de¬ 
partment heads, police officials 
and Mount Douglas Park area 
residents. 

“My officers see a special 
heach patrol as one of the solutions 
to this vexing problem," Police 


Chief Robert Peterson said in an 
interview. 

MEN WOULD be stationed at 
beach accesses and at liquor out¬ 
lets to confiscate beer and liquor 
intended for beach parties. 

“It’s safe to say that most of the 
problems are liquor related, and 
anyone going to a beach would be 
well advised not to take any li¬ 
quor,” he added. 

Peterson promised the 70 resi¬ 
dents that all their suggestions 
would be examined with a view to 
Implmenting other measures to 
solve the problem. 

“But reactivating the patrol is a 
step in the right direction.” 

Police board chairman Mayor 
Mel Couvelier told the meeting he 
“very reluctantly” agreed to res¬ 
toring beach patrols. 


“I’M NOT satisfied we arc 
using the resources we have avail¬ 
able in our department: we have to 
carry this message to the police 
association, make them see 
changes must be made in shift 
schedules to ensure more men are 
on duty Fridays and Saturday.” 

It’s self-serving for officers to 
be prepared to work overtime and 
not be prepared to change their 
shifts to accommodate depart¬ 
ment needs, he added. 

Former alderman Ian Cass 
drew warm response for his pro¬ 
posal that police consider im¬ 
pounding cars containing liquor, 
and instituting a curfew in trouble 
spot areas. 

“I find it intolerable that a 
small group can threats^ law and 
order in this manner," Ke said. 


HE ALSO proposed expanding 
the reserve police force and seek¬ 
ing assistance from neighboring 
municipalities to aid Saanich in 
quelling noisy beach parties. 

Several residents recited inci¬ 
dents of damage and vandalism to 
their property by young revellers, 
and claimed the parties were get¬ 
ting bigger each year. 

One Gordon Head area resident 
said about 20 youths were partying 
on a beach near his home as he 
left for the meeting. 

An unidentified 17-year-old. 
who admitted he had been one of 
several hundred at a party last 
weekend at Mount Douglas Park, 
urged a beach in the boondocks 
be set aside for such festivities. 

“You need somewhere to party, 
somewhere to go to have a good 
time,” he said.

Critics of the proposed 
Wharf Street convention 
centre were the target of a 
two-pronged attack Wed¬ 
nesday from Victoria 
Mayor William Tindall and 
Aid. Ronald McKenzie. 

McKenzie accused Aid. 
Robin Blencoe and the 
media of a “determined ef¬ 
fort to muddy the waters." 

He told reporters at a 
press conference that plans 
for the convention centre 
had at all times been sub¬ 
ject to public scrutiny. 

Meanwhile, the mayor 
announced at a press con¬ 
ference that Victorians 
would have an opportunity 
to familiarize themselves 
with the proposal at a 
three-day information ex¬ 
hibit in the foyer of the 
McPherson Theatre next 
month. 

McKenzie showed up at 
his press conference 
armed with an 11-page 
brief and 20 pages of sup¬ 
porting documents. 

He said it was "patently 
ridiculous" for Blencoe or 
the media to suggest that 
opportunities for public 
input hadn't existed. 

If Blencoe was so con¬ 
cerned, he should have 
voiced that concern long 
ago, McKenzie said. 

Similarly, citizens now 
opposing the plan had 
ample opportunity to voice 
their opposition earlier^in 
January 1979, the press had 
reported city council’s un¬ 
animous decision to sup¬ 
port the project. 

McKenzie produced 
copies of a Hansard report 
of a debate in the Legisla¬ 
ture on June 15, 1979, quot¬ 
ing both Victoria MLAs 
Charles Barber and Gor¬ 
don Hanson as fully sup¬ 
porting the convention 
centre proposal. 

In November, 1979, Blcn- 
coe failed to attend a meet¬ 
ing of the Provincial Capi¬ 
tal Commission to which all 
city council members had 
been invited for the specif¬ 
ic purpose of being brought 
up to date on the convention 
centre plans, McKenzie 
said. 

"It seems highly unusual 
that an elected alderman 
would pass up an opportu¬ 
nity to become informed on 
behalf of his constituents 
and then complain over

four months later that no 
opportunities have been 
provided for public input,” 
he said. 

As for Blencoe’s conten¬ 
tion that there will be noth¬ 
ing for the public in the 
convention centre project, 
McKenzie said it was un¬ 
true. 

‘‘The develop¬ 
ment . . .will serve as an 
anchor for Old Town rede¬ 
velopment, and a magnet 
to entice the public to come 
down and enjoy the water¬ 
front." 

Tindall’s announcement 
of the three-day public ex¬ 
hibit, May 12, 13, and 14, 
was welcomed by Blencoe 
as a step in the right direc¬ 
tion. 

The exhibit will show the 
model and plans for the 
proposed centre, as well as 
Erickson's 1973 plans and 
models of the Inner Har¬ 
bor. 


Directors take 
nowhere trip 


It took more than two hours of insults 
and wrangling Wednesday to get Capital 
Region Board directors nowhere on who 
should pay for the area's bus service. 

After spending part of a morning com¬ 
mittee meeting, and a good slice of an 
afternoon board meeting talking about 
who should pay for an expected $2.2 
million transit deficit, they tabled the 
whole thing. 

Board members have been arguing 
back and forth for a year, with Salt 
Spring Islanders in particular opposing 
the notion that they should have to foot 
part of the bill, when there are no buses on 
the island. 

Jordan River and Port Renfrew resi¬ 
dents, with up to 80 kilometres between 
them and the nearest bus at Sooke, have 
also protested. 

Finance Minister Hugh Curtis, MLA for 
Saanich and the Islands, has been promis¬ 
ing Salt Spring Islanders that they will not 
have to pay. But Curtis was not reckoning 
on CRD resources. 

He insisted that under the legislation he 
had drawn up, the region would have to 
impose a gasoline tax to pick up defi¬ 
cits, and in that case he would be able to 
exclude the islands. 

The region, however, decided to impose 


a hydro surtax which would have to 
cover the entire transit area. 

Curtis then appealed for exclusion of 
the Gulf Islands and some parts of the 
Western Community from the transit 
area, and at Wednesday morning's com¬ 
mittee meeting it was decided to recom¬ 
mend to the board that the request 
be refused, but that there should be a 
review before signing of next year’s 
operating agreement. 

The afternoon debate waxed hot and 
heavy, with Campbell accusing Curtis 
of 11th hour—and even 13th hour—inter 
ferenee. 

Saanich Mayor Mel Couvelier said 
Campbell was the worst chairman he had 
ever seen. 

“If you must monopolize debate with 
your monologues, you should be his¬ 
torically accurate," said Couvelier. 

He said that originally there had bepn 
exclusion for the Gulf Islands, but after 
careful lobbying by Campbell there had 
been acquiescence with inclusion of the 
entire region. 

"I have never seen a chairman monopo¬ 
lize debate as you have,” said Couvelier. 

He accused Campbell of trying to influ 
ence and coerce directors, instead of 
facilitating free debate. 


Vic Press manager honored 


J.C. Melville, 65, retiring next week as general man¬ 
ager of Victoria Press, was honored Wednesday night 
by employees of the firm at a reception in Holyrood 
House. 

Many of the nearly 400 employees and their spouses 
turned out to present a wide variety of gifts from the 
various departments. The popular Melville, who knows 
most of the workers on a first-name basis, was widely 
respected by everyone In the plant. 

His fellow executives of the firm and the news¬ 
papers — The Daily Colonist and the Victoria Daily 
Times — will honor him Friday night. 

The gentlemanly Melville joined the Colonist in 1948, 
as a chartered accountant. When the two newspapers 
merged in 1951 to form Victoria Press Ltd., he became the 
financial controller. The next step was business man¬ 
ager, and, in 1964, he was appointed general man¬ 
ager. 

Although conducting labor negotiations was part of 
his duties, and there were contentious issues at every 
negotiating session with five unions involved, the wran¬ 
gling at the table never affected the personal and friendly 
relations between the general manager and the union 
members. « 

Melville was born in Kelowna in 1915, but his fam¬ 
ily moved to Victoria when he was six, living in what is 
now the Uplands. Joining the Uplands Golf Club as a 
junior when he was 11, he became an outstanding 
amateur golfer. 

After graduation from Oak Bay High School where 
he was senior prefect and played rugby, Melville 
shortly was articled to the chartered accountant firm 
of W.B. Monteith. He joined the RCNVR as a probation¬ 
ary sub-lieutenant, and served on the East Coast. 

Melville was active in, the B.C. and local chambers of 
commerce, the Downtown Kiwanis Club, the Victoria 
Symphony Society, and was on the board of the Commu¬ 
nity Chest for 10 years.

Boycott support spreads 


PEKING (Reuter) - 
The Chinese Olympic Com¬ 
mittee decided today It Hill 
not send athletes to the 
Moscow Olympics this 
summer unless the Soviet 
Union withdraws Its forces 
from Afghanistan by May 
24, a spokesman for the 
committee said. 


LAUSANNE, Switzer¬ 
land (Reuter) — The Inter¬ 
national Olympic Commit¬ 
tee tried Wednesday to 
save the Moscow Summer 
Games as Canada and West 
Germany urged their ath¬ 
letes to observe a U.S.—led 
boycott to protest the So¬ 
viet invasion in Afghanis¬ 
tan. 

IOC President Lord Kil¬ 
lanin said he was ready to 
visit Moscow and Washing¬ 
ton to stress the position of 
his organization and the 
purpose of the Games — an 
assembly of the world's 
youth in accordance with 
Olympic principles. 

Thirty-six of the 143 
countries invited to partici¬ 
pate in the Moscow Olym¬ 
pics now have indicated 
they are ready to follow the 
American lead and with¬ 
draw. 

Lord Killanin said ath¬ 
letes who do attend could 
march under the Olympic 
flag or any other emblem. 
The IOC executive board 
agreed, however, with 
world sports federations 
that it was not practical to 
allow competitors to take 
part as individuals. 

"The Olympic Games 
are the property of the IOC 
and not of the host coun¬ 
try," Killanin said in a 
statement. “They are 
awarded to a city purely on 
considerations of organiza¬ 
tional capabilities and 
never on political 
grounds." 

Killanin described as 
"blatantly untruthful" a 
claim in a Soviet Commu¬ 
nist Party booklet that the 
Games were awarded to 
Moscow as IOC recognition 
of the Soviet political sys¬ 
tem. 

He said no dates had been 
fixed for any meetings he 
might have with Soviet 
President Leonid Brezhnev 
and U.S. President Carter.

Canadian networks 
drop Olympic plans 


OTTAWA (CP) — The 
CBC says it will cost more 
than $5 million to drop its 
planned radio and televi¬ 
sion coverage of the Mos¬ 
cow Olympic Games. 

Network president AI 
Johnson announced Wed¬ 
nesday the corporation's 
plan to drop coverage be¬ 
cause of the government’s 
decision to boycott the 
Summer Games. 

Instead of providing live 
and delayed radio and tele¬ 
vision coverage, the CBC 
will provide only limited 
news coverage. 

Johnson said the CBC 
was liable for payment of 


$1.2 million for broadcast¬ 
ing rights and another $1.2 
million for rental of facili¬ 
ties. 

CBC also expected some 
$3.8 million in commercials 
from the games. Less than 
$1 million of that would be 
made up from commer¬ 
cials on alternate pro¬ 
gramming. 

The NBC network in the 
U.S., which also dropped 
coverage plans, says It will 
recover a good portion of 
its $87 million cost through 
insurance. 

However, the CBC, In line 
with the policy of other

U.S. athletes 
sue for block 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
Eighteen American ath¬ 
letes, a coach and an ama¬ 
teur sports official filed 
suit Wednesday seeking to 
block the U.S. Olympic 
Committee from boycot¬ 
ting the 1980 summer 
games in Moscow. 

The suit, filed in U.S. 
District Court for the Dis¬ 
trict of Columbia, says the 
Olympic Committee has 
violated the athletes’ con¬ 
stitutional rights because it 
has no authority under the 
Amateur Sports Act to pre¬ 
vent U.S. participation in 
the games. 

It asks a federal judge to 
bar the Olympic Commit¬ 
tee from carrying out its 
April 12 resolution saying 
no U.S. team will go to 
Moscow unless President 
Carter reports by May 20 
that sending a team would 
be “compatible with the 
national interest" 

Carter put pressure on 
the Olympic Committee, 
which has until May 24 to 
enter a team in the games, 
to boycott the Moscow 
Olympics unless the So¬ 


viets withdraw nearly 100,- 
000 troops from Afghanis¬ 
tan. 

Plaintiffs in the suit in¬ 
clude eight members of the 
1976 U.S. Olympic team, 
among them two gold 
medal winners: long- 
jumper Arnie Robinson 
and discus thrower Mac 
Wilkins. The complaint 
seeks to become a class 
action on behalf of an esti¬ 
mated 2,000 U.S. athletes 
with a chance to be named 
to the more than 500-mem¬ 
ber team 

The suit says the athletes 
have made great sacrifices 
to train for the games and 
many “have borne the 
costs of their own train¬ 
ing," each relying on the 
Amateur Sports Act to en¬ 
sure they would have a 
chance to participate in the 
Moscow Olympics. 

The suit contends the 
USOC "has yielded its ex¬ 
clusive jurisdiction over 
Olympic matters to the 
political leaders of the na¬ 
tion" and "has acted in a 
political manner.”

GOTEBORG, Sweden (CP) — The 
Soviet Union said Wednesday its ice 
hockey team will take part In the 
Canada Cup nest September. 

Gunther Sabetzki, president of the 
International Ice Hockey Federation, 
said that plans were confirmed orally 
by the Soviet Union, Sweden, Czecho¬ 
slovakia, Finland and Canada at a 
meeting. A sixth country, the United 
States, did not attend the meeting, but 
has already confirmed that it will take 
part. 

Sabetzki said the dates for the tour¬ 
nament, Sept. 3-18, were approved. 

Montreal has already been chosen to 
hold some of the games with Quebec,

tics. 

“The Canada Cup is much like an 
open world championship,” Sabetzki 
said. “All of the best professional and 
amateur players will participate." 

Alan Eagleson, organizer of the 
tournament, said: "There is already a 
great deal of interest in Canada. Tele¬ 
vision sponsors are committed to the 
tournament. 

"It is the only tournament in which 
Canada’s best hockey players can 
play the best from other countries. All 
of our top National Hockey League 
players are anxious to repesent Can¬ 
ada, Sweden and the U.S.A.”

Most athletes accept 
gov’t boycott decision 


CANAOIAN PRESS 

Disappointed athletes 
and officials were general¬ 
ly philosophical Wednes¬ 
day after contemplating 
Canada's decision to boy¬ 
cott the Olympic Games In 
Moscow this summer. 

There were exceptions, 
notably Diane Konihowski 
of Edmonton and Greg Joy 
of Vancouver, but the over¬ 
all reaction was one of re¬ 
signed acceptance. 

While Konihowski, Can¬ 
ada's best chance for a gold 
medal, said she doesn't buy 
the idea of a boycott, Rod 
Bell-Irving of Vancouver 
said oarsmen are satisfied 
to compete wherever they 
can. 

Bell-Irving, coach of the 
men's Olympic rowing 
team, said: "We discussed 
the possibility of not going 
to the Olympics 2\i months 
ago, so the decision was an 
anti-climax. 

“The rowers accepted it 
with a iot of maturity and 
they are as keen as ever." 

Gymnast Monica Goer- 
mann of Winnipeg was 
upset when she learned of 
the boycott but says she’ll 
shoot for the 1984 Olympics 
in Los Angeles. 

The 15-year-old said she 
accepts the decision to 
back the United States-or- 
ganized boycott to protest 
the Soviet invasion of Afgh¬ 
anistan. 

"1 was pretty upset when 
I first heard about it. I’ve 
been training 27 hours a 
week, aiming for these 
Olympics for six years. I'm 
in athletics, but I'm a Cana¬ 
dian. too, and the country 
comes before me." 

Vancouver swimmer 
Judy Baker said she was 
extremely disappointed 
after investing four years 


in training, but “many of us 
realize there was no real 
alternative." 

Mark Mongeon, Olympic 
wrestling prospect from 
Coquitlam said he would 
have trained anyway. 

“I wrestle because I like 
it. I feel that I deserve a 
chance to compete at the 
highest possible level, but 
at the same time I have to 
look at It from the human 
viewpoint." 

Peter Farkas of Vancou¬ 
ver, Canadian university 
wrestling champion, said 
that some athletes think 
the boycott is hypocritical, 
“but I think it would be 
selfish of the athletes just 
to satisfy their own de¬ 
sires." 

“I really believe sport is 
a powerful propaganda tool 
used by the Soviets and I 
think they under-estimated 
the consequences of their 
move into Afghanistan. 
Outside of going to war, 
this Is an effective way to 
deal with the situation." 

In Montreal, Jean-Pau! 
Raert, a coach with the 
Canadian track and field 
team, said the athletes are 
of two minds concerning 
the boycott. 

"On one side they want to 
go to Moscow, but on the 
other they realize the politi¬ 
cal situation that brought 
on the action." 

Konihowski, who is train¬ 
ing in New Zealand for the 
pentathlon, said that she 
would look for another 
route to the Games. 

She said she would par¬ 
ticipate as an independent. 

"It is my understanding 
that if there is a wide¬ 
spread boycott, the Inter¬ 
national Olympic Commit¬ 
tee may change its rules to 
make such a thing pos¬ 
sible." .

University and Dr Prascr Mus 
lard of Me Master University 

Hr said the commission would 
examine the way the Ontario 
Workmen's Compensation Board 
deals with asbestos related prob 
lems as well as the public health 
hazard.

“We have more data and 
knowledge, we know who has 
something at stake—unions, pro¬

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Mair goes cool on heroin plan 


The provincial govern¬ 
ment, after spending mil¬ 
lions of dollars Implement¬ 
ing a compulsory Heroin 
Treatment Act and fighting 
the courts for jurisdiction 
to enforce it, may not want 
the controversial program 
after all, says Health Min¬ 
ister Rafe Mair. 

The government’s deci¬ 
sion last October to appeal 
a B.C. Supreme Court rul¬ 
ing that the act (backed 
strongly by former health 
minister Robert McClel¬ 
land) is an Infringement of 
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federal Jurisdiction, has. 
placed Mair, who assumed 
the portfolio in November, 
in an unenviable position. 

Mair, who Indicated in 
February after a visit to 
the Brannen Lake treat¬ 
ment centre near Nanaimo 
that his feeling towards 
compulsory treatment had 
swung from “slightly in 
favor to slightly against," 
says the government will 
have to take a second look 
at the program—much of 
which has been phased out. 

“If you assume that the 
government wins the ap¬ 
peal in the final analy¬ 
sis .. . the government 
would have to re-evaluate 
the program and make a 
decision again,” Mair said 
in a recent interview. 

Chances are good the 
government could win Its 
appeal considering the fact 
that last week, before re¬ 
serving decision on the 
question, the B.C. Churt of 
Appeal indicated it is pre¬ 
pared to seriously consider 
compulsory heroin treat¬ 
ment as a necessary health 
measure. 

Mr. Justice M. M. 
McFarlane, head of the 
judicial panel, said heroin 
addiction in B.C. is a de¬ 
structive force which, in 
the absence of federal leg- 
' latton, may require pro-

If the appeal Is won, Ron 
Stern, lawyer for former 
drug addict Brenda 
Schneider who challenged 
the constitutionality of the 
act, could go to the Su¬ 
preme Court of Canada. 

Dennis Cocke (NDP— 
New Westminster) said 
Mair was put in a tough 
position because so much 
money has been spent to 
date. 

“I’d say between $8 mil¬ 
lion and $12 million has 
been poured down the drain 
and it'll stay down the 
drain because it's an un¬ 
workable situation,” he 
said. 

Cocke said the difficulty 
the health ministry finds 
itself in now proves the 
NDP was correct from the 


start when it said the pro- 
am would run into “all 
; of opposition and an 
awful lot of trouble.” 

John Russell, the Alcohol 
and Drug Commission 
commissioner responsible 
for the heroin treatment 
program, said $4 million 
was spent on the program 
to last September before 
the Act was ruled unconsi- 
tutional. 

He said that while the 
Brannen Lake centre and 
other treatment centres in 
the province are still ac¬ 
cepting voluntary pa¬ 
tients—about 350 drug ad¬ 
dicts currently are 
receiving services under 
the Alcohol and Drug Com¬ 
mission Act—most of the 
provisions of the Heroin 


Treatment Act, Including 
the review panels set up to 
screen prospective pa¬ 
tients, have been disman¬ 
tled. 

Mair said dismantled is 
too strong a term, but 
admits that “we’re not in¬ 
volved in tbe program right 
now.” 

“And a number of the 
people that were in the pro¬ 
gram are either no longer 
with us or are performing 
other tasks,” he said. “And 
in order to go back into the 
program, we’d have to 
make a conscious decision 
to do that.” 

Cocke said he thinks 
Mair is “smart enough to 
recoup his losses" and set 
up some sort of voluntary 
treatment program to 
cover all drugs.

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Chef’s status 
in Canada 
needs big lift 

EDMONTON (CP) — If the quality of food in 
your favorite restaurant suddenly changes, chances 
are the chef quit. 

There are few occupations with a turnover rate 
as high as the cooking business, much to the distress 
of restaurateurs. 

"We must get off our butts and do something to 
change the image of professional cooking," said J. 
W. Frise, general manager of Edmonton's Chateau 
Lacombc, owned by Canadian Pacific. 

Ivan Goh, executive assistant manger of the 
Four Seasons Hotel in Edmonton, said cooking in 
North America does not command the same high 
status as in other parts of the world. 

“In Europe the cooking profession is highly es¬ 
teemed," said Goh. “It’s still a tradition for young 
people to follow their elders into cooking careers," 

The creativity of a good chef is also stifled in 
Canada and the United States, he said. 

Ralph Deda, who wrote his journeyman cooking 
exam last week, said salaries arc the reason for the 
lack of chefs. 

When the restaurent industry starts paying ap¬ 
prentice cooks at least as much as unskilled la¬ 
borers, interest in cooking careers will soar, he 
said. 

"The work is hard, hours are long and you may 
as well kiss your social life goodbye," he said. 

Deda said his first two years after graduation 
from the Northern Alberta Institute of Technology 
"were the hardest I ever worked with the toughest 
hours and the least money I had ever made.” 

He declined to reveal his current earnings at the 
Petroleum Club in Edmonton but said an apprentice 
cook's wages are between $4 and $5 an hour. 

"It’s all right if you live at home but it’s an 
impossible income to live on, especially if there are 
dependents to support. 

"The cooks I know who are making $20,000 a 
year are working at two jobs.” 

Deda said even chefs who earn as much as 
$50,000 a year are underpaid considering the re¬ 
sponsibilities of a job that demands 24-hour atten 
lion and includes managing people, ordering food 
and pricing meals. 

Some restaurants are taking new approaches to 
maintain the quality of food. 

The Four Seasons started an apprenticeship 
program to mold cooking school graduates to its 
own needs. 

The Empress of China, with a reputation for 
consistently good Cantonese cuisine, works from 
basic recipes which each of its eight cooks must 
learn. 

“If the chef quits, someone else can lake over 
and the quality stays the same," said manager Vic¬ 
tor Tse. 


Young gourmets between six and 14 years 
of age have given CP Air a pointed meal 
message: "keep it plain and simple." 

The 551 children of CP Air employees in 
Vancouver and Toronto took part in a recent 
survey by the airline to determine what kinds of 
food they prefer when flying. 

The experienced air travellers were asked 
to give their preferences for breakfast, 
lunch/dinner and a snack, with no suggestions 
being offered by the airline. 

For the most part, the children were not 
fussy. Pancakes led the poll for breakfast, 
steak ranked first for dinner and cookies were a 
runaway winner for the snack. 

Bruno Marti, CP Air’s catering and com¬ 
missary manager, said as a result of the poll a 
children's snack pack has already been intro¬ 
duced on all flights leaving Vancouver. It 
contains a cookie, two pieces of chocolate, 
raisins, nuts and a chocolate-covered cherry. 


The snack pack may be used as an addition 
to the children's regular meal tray or as a 
separate snack on longer flights. Other survey 
findings are being studied with a view to 
implementing some of the ideas. 

As could be expected from such a large 
sampling, there were some exotic suggestions. 
One 13-year-old wanted eggs benedict and pa¬ 
paya for breakfast, duck a la orange, baked 
potato and peas for dinner and chocolate cake 
fora snack. 

A nine-year-old’s dinner request was typi¬ 
cal except that he wanted lobster with his steak, 
accompanied by root beer to drink. 

Another child actually asked for liver and 
one said he would like to eat raw fish (tuna). 

A total of 445 parents also responded to the 
survey with some thoughts on what they’d like 
to see on a child’s plate, and in general they con¬ 
curred with the children. 

Both parents and children agreed that an 


ideal breakfast would consist of some combina¬ 
tion of pancakes, dry cereal, bacon and eggs, 
toast, juice and milk. 

Luncheon focused on hamburgers, hot 
dogs, french fries, pizza or soup and sandwich 
combinations. ^ 

Younger children’s tastes in sandwiches 
tended towards peanut butter, jam and cheese 
while those over 10 favored tuna, egg and 
grilled cheese. 

Parents had no objections to hamburgers 
but didn’t support pizza as readily as their 
children. 

A chicken entree was a distant second to the 
popular steak dinner choice. 

Cookies and fruit were two popular selec¬ 
tions by children and parents. Children report¬ 
ed an interest in cake, potato chips and choco¬ 
late bars as well, with parents preferring 
raisins, granola bars, cheese, crackers and 
peanuts.

‘Junk food disease’ 
shows thiamin deficienc y 

Youth’s diet blamed

WASHINGTON — A new "junk food disease," a 
kind of "marginal malnutrition" almost akin to beri¬ 
beri, is appearing in adolescents, according to a 
Cleveland Clinic doctor. 

Beriberi is a severe thiamin (vitamin Bl) defi¬ 
ciency seen in the Orient among people who subsist 
on polished rice. 

Twenty persons, mainly adolescents, studied by 
Dr. Derrick Lonsdale at the Cleveland medical centre 
turned out to have thiamin deficiencies linked in most 
cases, he believes, to diets common among teen¬ 
agers. 

The diets, he says, consisted almost entirely of 
high-calorie but often nutritionally deficient, sugar¬ 
laden drinks, pastries, candy and snack foods such 
as potato chips and pretzels. They were supple¬ 
mented, perhaps, by some milk, sandwiches, french 
fries and hamburgers. The diets included some protein 
and other nutrients, but not as much as fast growing 
bodies required. 


JUNK FOOD eaters With thiamin deficiency often 
undergo severe personality changes, generally becom¬ 
ing highly aggressive and irritable, Lonsdale says. 
Some suffer severe abdominal or chest pains, as well 
as restlessness, lack of sleep, night terrors and fright¬ 
ening dreams. 

Many doctors sec such youngsters, Lonsdale be¬ 
lieves, but threat their symptoms as behavior or 
psychiatric problems, or sometimes give them drugs 
for supposed infections. 

Lonsdale and Dr. Raymond Shambergber report 
the Cleveland study in the American Journal of Clini¬ 
cal Nutrition. 


“WE STUDIED 20 persons biochemically," Lons¬ 
dale said in an interview, "but I’ve seen many in the 
past few years. I think there arc probably a lot of them 
around. What these kids were eating was a fairly 
average American teen-age diet. 

"No breakfast. Maybe school lunch, maybe not. 
But lots of doughnuts, snacks, nibbles, washing it down 
with various colas and such." 

The Lonsdale diagnosis of thiamin deficiency and 


marginal malnourishment is a new and controversial 
one. Nutritionists and biochemists disagreed this 
month on whether it may exist in many adolescents. 

Dr. Artemis Simopopulos at the National Institutes 
of Health said the surveys generally have found only a 
few common nutritional defects in adolescents. The 
most common is iron-deficiency anemia in men¬ 
struating girls on poor diets. 

But some scientists called the Lonsdale sug¬ 
gestion a provocative one that needs more study be 
fore being called true or false. 


DR. CARROLL LEEVY of the New Jersey Medical 
College—though disagreeing with much that Lonsdale 
said—said in an editorial in the nutrition journal that 
~ a 1967 study of 642 New York schoolchildren found 
low thiamin blamed on diet in 68 per cent of black and 
52 per cent of white pupils. 

In another editorial, Dr. Myron Brin of the Roche 
Research Centre in Nutley, N.J., a leading thiamin au¬ 
thority, said “serious public health and medical at¬ 
tention to the adverse health effects of marginal 
vitamin deficiency” is "long overdue." 

"We need to be very cautious abut jumping to any 
conclusion about a B vitamin deficiency," said Dr. 
Audrey Cross, agriculture department nutrition co-or¬ 
dinator. 


“BUT ADOLESCENTS are really a forgotten 
group* We do a lot of nutritional studies on the infants 
and aging. But there’s not a lot of work on adolescents, 
the period of a huge growth spurt.” 

She said she, too, worries about youngsters who get 
their main nourishment from snacks or fast-food 
chains. ‘"Iliey may get animal protein and carbohy¬ 
drates and fats,” she said, but often no fruits or vege¬ 
tables and, as a milk source, “shakes" without 
much milk. 

As for Lonsdale's patients, most have slowly 
improved after changing their diets. 

The frightening thing, he said, is that: "The symp¬ 
toms , in all ... were relatively trivial, never life- 
threatening but nevertheless debilitating and ex¬ 
tremely frustrating, since many . . . had already re¬ 
ceived conventional therapy . . . None of them or 
their parents had the slightest notion that their 
symptoms might be related to their diet." 



An idea that’s sprouting 


WINNIPEG (CP) - Two 
Winnipeg women put their 
heads together last fall and 
came up with an idea that is 
really sprouting. 

Pat Christie and Shelagh 
Hare formed their own 
company and are market¬ 
ing a kit for growing your 
own sprouts called Sprout- 
kit. 

"We just thought it would 
be nice to have a complete 


kit and improve on what 
was on the market,” the 
two said. 

Sprouted seeds, alfalfa in 
particular, are rapidly be¬ 
coming a widely-ac¬ 
claimed source of nutri¬ 
ents. 

AGRICULTURE Canada 
food consultants say alfal¬ 
fa sprouts contain more 
protein, riboflavin andiron 


than lettuce, for which they 
can be substituted in many 

dishes. 

As well, they have 150 per 
cent more protein than ce¬ 
reals such as wheat, oats 
and corn. 

When Mrs. Christie and 
Mrs. Hare started sprout 
ing their own seeds last fall 
they used the traditional 
equipment: a glass jar. 


some loosely-woven cloth, 
w ater and seeds. 

THE RESULTS were 
less than satisfying. Not all 
the seeds sprouted, and 
some of the materials used 
in the process, such as 
cheese cloth, "looked terri¬ 
ble" against the kitchen 
decor. 

They formed P. S. Pro¬ 
motions Ltd., and decided 
to come up with something 
better. 

The ugly cloth has been 
replaced by a piece of 
stainless steel screening 
fitted within the lid of a 
large glass jar. High-ger¬ 
minating alfalfa seeds arc 
provided with the kit and 
replacement packets are 
available.

JARS OF germinating 
seeds are often put in a 
cupboard to keep the light 
out and then forgotten. To 
remedy that problem, the 
kit comes with a little cot¬ 
ton bag to keep out the light 
during the first few days of 
germination. That way the 
jar can be kept on the 
counter, in sight and in 
mind. 

The kit is being marketed 
in the Winnipeg area and 
retails for about $9.95. 

THE WOMEN have also 
tried sprouting triticale, 
lentils, and mung beans 
and hope to have these 
items on the market soon. 

Also in the works is a 
cookbook titled Recipes 
Worth Sprouting For. 

Some of the new taste 
sensations served up by the 
pair include a variety of 
salads, shrimp and alfalfa 
sprout crepes, and sprout 
muffins. 


Mrs. Christie and Mrs. 
Hare estimate that, using 
their kit, the sprouts cost 
about 10 cents a cup. At the 
local health food store they 
are almost three times that 
much.

Nasal drip drives her crazy 


Dear Dr. Donohue: I am 

desperate. Can you tell me 
how to relieve this chronic 
post-nasal drip that has 
plagued me for many years 
and is now quite severe? 
Doctors say there is noth¬ 
ing to do. that It is a com¬ 
mon problem, yet I have 
never met anyone with a 
problem as severe as mine. 
Why do doctors dismiss 
this? I'm not a neurotic. 
I've survived through a lot, 
but this is getting to me. 
-Mrs. L.B. 

Post-nasal drip drives , 
both patient and doctor 

crazy. 

The lining of the nose 
produces moist secretions 
in order to trap foreign 
particles in the air. This 
mucus blanket is constant¬ 
ly being forced up to where 
the back of the nose joins 
the throat. This is done by 
an "escalator" of fine hairs 
(cilia) In the nose. After¬ 
wards, the mucus passes 
into the throat and Is swal¬ 
lowed. This is normal func¬ 
tion and harmless. 

A post-nasal drip is an 
exaggeration of this nor¬ 
mal process. Many irri¬ 
tants can cause it. Do you 
smoke, and has quitting 
been suggested to you? It 
would help. Have allergies 
been investigated? Have 
you been checked for pollen 
sensitivity? Vasomotor 
rhinitis, which is a peculiar 
sensitivity of the blood ves-

sels in the nose, can add to 
mucus production. 

It’s not that doctors are 
dismissing the condition. It 
is most frustrating to treat 
it. I hope it helps to realize 
that it is, after all, a normal 
process gone out of hand. 
Sometimes simple home 
remedies help. One patient 
tells me that sipping warm 
tea reduces the feeling of 
thick mucus in her throat. 
Decongestants at night can 
help. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: What 
is the difference between 
bursitis and rheumatoid 
arthritis? — A.M. 

Even though both bursi¬ 
tis and rheumatoid arthri¬ 
tis are Inflammatory pro¬ 
cesses, each involves 
different structures of the 
joint. The bursae (plural) 
are friction-reducing sacs 
located near Joints. They 
cut down the harmful fric¬ 
tion of muscles and tendons 
passing over the joints. 
Bursae can become in¬ 
flamed (bursitis), and 
since this occurs near the 
joints the pain can be mis¬ 
taken for an arthritis. 

Arthritis is inflamma¬ 
tion. too, but in the joint 
proper. One form can be 
due to wear and tear also. 
The factor that sets rheu¬ 
matoid arthritis apart is 


that the joint linings are 
inflamed because some¬ 
thing in the body about 
which we do not really 
know much has gone hay¬ 
wire. It is thought to have to 
do with altered immunity. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: I am 

writing to ask about a se¬ 
vere itching on my left 
breast (nipple). I do not 
notice any growths, lumps, 
scales or discharge, but I 
have had the itching for 
about two weeks. What do 
you suppose is causing 
this? I have dermatitis on 
my face and wonder if that 
has anything to do with the 
condition. I’m 46. — Mrs. 
H.A. 

The cause of the nipple 
itching may be something 
as trivial as a minor skin 
infection. Eczema can pro¬ 
duce itching of the breast 
and nipple. However, even 
though itching is rarely a 
sign of cancer, it should be 
considered. Other factors 
to investigate are an ill-fit¬ 
ting bra (irritation) or one 
made of synthetic materi¬ 
als. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: I was 

wondering if injections of 
testosterone for male hair 
growth would be dangerous 
in any way. If so, what 


would the effects be? — 
W.A.C. 

Injected testosterone 
(male hormone) can ac¬ 
tually reduce the body’s 
own production of it. This 
may bring a slackening of 
testicle function and 
shrinking of the testicles 
themselves. The male 
breasts may enlarge. Acne 
has been reported from it 
along with liver damage. If 
such drugs arc needed for 
medical reasons, then they 
are used. But for hair 
growth? What would you 
say? 

Dear Dr. Donohue: I've 
had a skin problem and the 
dermatologist says it's 
contact dermatitis. The 
only positive reaction I get 
on patch tests is to "potas¬ 
sium di-chromate." The 
doctor explained that this 
Is found in leather and furs. 
Can you give me an idea of 
what other things would 
contain it? —R.P. 

Chromates are used in 
leather tanning. They are 
also found in' glues, 
matches, paints, deter¬ 
gents and bleaches. People 
in certain occupations 
come into regular contact 
with chromates. They in¬ 
clude blueprint makers, 
photo engravers and weld¬ 
ers. Otherwise, tracking 
down the chromate-con¬ 
taining rascal causing the 
skin rash is not an easy 
task, I admit.

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Network for women 
opens business doors 


TORONTO (CP) — Network, a system described 
by women as an informal grapevine of power and 
contacts that makes the business world go around, 
is gaining popularity in North America. 

In major centres. Including Torontb and Vancou¬ 
ver, the idea has become so sophisticated there is de¬ 
bate as to whether groups should be open to all 
women or limited to a certain occupation or corpo¬ 
rate rank. There is even discussion on whether to 
include men. 

Sometimes called new girl networks—based on the old 
boys' network— they include women who arc barred from 
the men’s system but who realize that every successful 
business person needs help and contacts. 

Some say it’s a new lesson for many women, who 
weren’t taught team spirit as children. Girls tradition¬ 
ally are coached in individual skills—piano, ballet or 
gymnastics—while boys learn on hockey and football 
teams to rely on each other. 

But in the corporate world, not being part of an 
informal information system leads to isolation. The 
more people a businesswoman knows, the better the 
chances of hearing about— and getting—a promotion 
or better job. 

Carol Cruikshank, who runs a Toronto mailing 
company called ISL Services, says a women’s net¬ 


work also provides valuable moral support. 

“When you talk business to men you often have to be 
low-key or they'll think you’re aggressive which turns 
them off," she said in an interview. "But when you're 
talking shop with other women you can relax and be 
yourself—ambition and all." 

Shirley Mancino, an affirmative action coordina¬ 
tor for the Ontario housing ministry, said the provin¬ 
cial government has about 30 such co-ordinators who 
promote women employees within their own ministry 
and work as a network of both business advice and 
moral support. 

“We feed off each other for tips on how to handle 
dicey problems like sexual harassment or controver¬ 
sial new programs. I talked 43 minutes this morning 
with another co-ordinator about a system I’m intro¬ 
ducing that she’s introduced already in her ministry—just 
to find out where the bugs are." 

The network also provides moral support that’s 
crucial for women who are isolated in jobs. 

“Burn-out is high in these jobs because it’s frustrat¬ 
ing to try to change attitudes when you don’t have 
clout," said Ms. Mancino. "The network can tip women 
off to new jobs as well as keep the spirits up of those who 
stay. 

"Quite simply, It helps us to do our jobs better.”

Garden Notes 


According to the people who sell 
bedding plants, by far the most popu 
lar garden vegetable is the tomato 
And that's not surprising because 
there’s just nothing quite like the 
flavor of a freshly picked, sun-ri¬ 
pened tomato. 

Look at the tomato plants you've 
decided upon for this season anddur- 
ing the season as you assess whether 
they've produced the type of plant 
and crop you wanted, you might like 
to mull over the alternative in tomato 
types for consideration next year. 



The type of tomato or tomatoes 
you choose to plant depends on three 
factors: the space you have available, 
the size of the crop you need and when 
during the season you need it. 

For apartment dwellers, those 
with tiny yards or for the patio there 
are the small-fruited salad tomatoes. 
There are several varieties of these, 
sold under such names as Tiny Tim 
and Patio Hybrid. Some form tiny 
bushes good for pots or edging, some 
form vines good for hanging baskets 
or window boxes. 

They tend to mature rapidly and 
set loads of fruit early in the season, 
then decline. For this reason they are 
'very suitable for those who prefer a 
short season garden. 

The next size up in tomato plants is 


the compart or “determinate" type. 
They can be grown in tubs of about a 
three-gallon capacity. These are the 
sort listed in your garden catalogue 
as “early”. They grow to medium 
size, stop and set a crop of medium- 
sized fruit and then they decline. 
They need to be planted about two- 
and-a-half feet apart in the garden. 
These produce ripe tomatoes two to 
four weeks before large-vined or 
main crop tomatoes. 

Large-vined tomatoes usually 
grown for the main crop in large 
gardens are sometimes called “inde¬ 
terminate" because they continue to 
grow throughout the season. 

These main season tomatoes need 
strong stakes six feet tall. Tie them 
up securely, because the vines be¬ 
comes heavily laden with large fruit. 
At the end of the season, these large- 
vined tomatoes are often still laden 
with green fruit which should be 
picked off if an early hard frost 
threatens. 

If the green tomatoes are sized up, 
they can be successfully ripened in¬ 
doors in some cool spot, wrapped in 
newspaper individually. For quick 
ripening place a few in a plastic bag 
along with a ripe apple. Seal and the 
gas that forms will quickly ripen the 
tomatoes. Green tomatoes are also 


good for relish or coated with sea 
soned flour and fried. If these uses 
appeal to you. there’s no need to 
hesitate planting enough plants to 
ensure you'll have such a surplus next 
fall. 

Once you have decided what type 
or types of tomatoes to grow, visit the 
back yards of the most successful 
gardeners in your neighborhood, ad¬ 
mire their tomatoes and pump them 
for good varieties for your sort of sftil 
and conditions. 

When buying seed, if you want to 
play safe and buy some protection 
from the many problems that plague 
tomatoes in the garden, watch for the 
letters “VFN” on the packet or in the 
catalogue. These letters mean thjat 
variety will stand up against some 
main diseases and parasites— verjli- 
cillium, fusarium and nematodes. 
These wilts and blights are presentiin 
some soils and if you know this it{ a 
problem in your area, be sure to buy a 
type that is at least labelled “VF”., 

Unless you are using a hybrid 
tomato, it’s just as well not to remote 
the "suckers” on the plants—shoots 
that grow in the axils of the leaves* 

Remember that tomatoes need jin 
open, sunny spot away from heavy 
root competition for nutrients, Jso 
plant away from trees and laijge 
shrubs.

WASHINGTON — This 
month the Watergate 
Alumni Assn, honors one of 
its most prestigious mem¬ 
bers, G. Gordon Liddy. Mr. 
Liddy is a cult hero to those 
who thought Watergate 
was a noble endeavor, dis¬ 
torted by the press.

columnist Jack Anderson, 
and made preparations to 
knock off Howard Hunt, set 
up a floating brothel at the 
Democratic National Con¬ 
vention, and organize a 
Cuban commando team to 
sabotage the air condition¬ 
ing system at Miami Con¬ 
vention Hall. His imagina 
tion and devotion To 
President Nixon’s re-elec¬ 
tion has never been ques¬ 
tioned, and the only thing 
that stood in his way was 
foot dragging on the part of 
the Nixon White House 
staff as well as a lack of 
money. 

As with all Watergate 
heroes. Liddy is now a hot 
media property. 

He was given more time 
than any author is ever al¬ 
lotted on the TodajshoW. 
Time Magazine bought ex 
cerpts from the book, fnd 
put his picture on thecpwiT 
Talk show hosts from all 
over the country have been 
calling his publisher day 


and night to gel him to 
appear on their programs. 

I’m sure there is now bid 
ding on the TV rights, and if 
Mr Liddy follows the ca¬ 
reers of other Watergate 
alumni he will soon be busy 
on the lecture circuit. 

I believe he deserves it. A 
( convicted criminal who be- 
’lieves in murder, illegal 
breakins, and sabotaging 
the election system in this 
country should be given the 
media recognition he de¬ 
serves and also be compen¬ 
sated for his inspiring 
story. There are so many 
people in prisons now who 
never get any applause for 
the crimes they commit, 
that it Is heartwarming to 
see one of them cash in so 
handsomely on his crimi¬ 
nal endeavors. 

Those who still believe 
that President Nixon was 

^ of condoning his 
o act the way they 
did, are urged to read 
Liddy's memoirs. They will 
discover, much to their 


surprise, that the tragedy 
of Watergate was not thjat 
people like Liddy were 
caught, but that he didij't 
succeed in wiping out the 
enemies of the state. 


We should all be grateful 
to St. Martin's Press 
(which had a first printing 
of 100,000 copies) for mak¬ 
ing it possible for G. Gor 
don Liddy to tell his side of 
the Watergate story.

Canada I* in a better position than 
most other nations to bring inflation 
under control, according to Cedric 
Steele, president of the Victoria Cham- 
her of Commerce. 


But a number of things have to be 
done to end inflation, Steele told a lun¬ 
cheon meeting of the National Sec re 
taries Association at the Empress 
Hotel. 


Governments, he said, must stop 
their inflationary spending sprees, 
workers must stop their demands for 
more and more wage increases, prices 
must be stabilized. 

Governments. Steele said, should 
introduce zero-base budgetting. In¬ 
stead of automatically adding a cer¬ 
tain percentage to the previous year's 
budget, every ministry should start 
preparing its estimates from scratch. 


justifying every request for money 
Steele criticized the federal govern 
ment's apparent inability to deal with 
economic problems. 


More sophisticated methods were 
needed to deal effectively with eco¬ 
nomic slumps and inflationary trends, 
he added 


"The government’s economic 
policy is like a stop-and-go golf cart. If 
the economy needs a boost, the govern- 
ment pours money into the system. If 
inflation gets too high, the govern¬ 
ment slams on the brakes." he said. 


Wage earners would be better off 
not getting raises, if they could be as¬ 
sured of stable prices. 


As long as workers were getting 10 
per cent increases and the price for 
consumer goods was rising by 15 per 


cent, the workers were falling behind 
more and more, Steele said. 

Despite the current gloomy eco¬ 
nomic picture. Steele said he was confi 
dent that Canada would pull out of the 
inflationary nose-dive. 

The growing world demand for Can- 
ada's vast natural resources, he said, 
would give Canada the edge over other 
nations in the fight against inflation 
and unemployment. 


Road plan 
is fought 
with new 


petition

COURTENAY — Eleven residents of the Comox 
Valley have filed a petition in B.C. Supreme Court 
regarding road plans in the Comox Valley, especially as 
they relate to the proposed 17th Street crossing. 

In a press release from an unnamed source, il states: 
"This petition docs not in any way oppose construction of 
the proposed bridge at 17th Street.” 


IT POINTED OUT THAT the petition was asking the 
supreme court to declare the highways ministry be 
prohibited from proceeding with construction of the 
connecting link across the flood plain until a public 
meeting is called. 

The petitioners say the flood plain is from the Dyke 
Road to the North Island Highway. 


INCLUDED IN THE 11 people are two aldermen, one 
from Comox and one from Courtenay. Aid. Alice Bullen 
and Aid. Ian Potts, the latter elected to Courtenay council 
in an upset victory over former alderman Skip Blain, are 
joined by R. W. Rogers, Blodwen Rogers, Charles Bolton, 
Elizabeth Bolton, Gertrude flames, Jack Hames, George 
Leung, James Lunam and Ray Rogers. t 

The petitioners claim they want the public meeting 
called to clarify for the public and the petitioners some 
points of concern. 


THEY WANT THE HIGHWAYS minister to justify 
the expenditure of public funds for the construction of the 
connecting link. 

In the 1>ast, the anti-bridge movement people have 
called for the bridge to connect with the Dyke Road and 
not become a connecting link further up the highway. 

The petitioners say that “property owners will have 
an Increase in the potential for damage to their property 
from flooding" and that the connecting link will delay 
construction of the proposed Inland bypass. 


HIGHWAYS MINISTER ALEX Fraser recently an¬ 
nounced that plans ere proceeding to engage a consulting 
firm to determine the best route for a bypass through a 
predetermined corridor. ^ 

However, the petitioners continue to quote from a 
press release from Fraser dated May, 1978. At that lime 
the minister said construction of the bridge would delay a 
bypass. 


ACCORDING TO PETmONERS, "the intent of the 
construction of a second bridge crossing was to meet the 
needs of traffic flow in the Comox Valley. It now appears 
it will be used In conjunction with a connecting highway 
across the flood plain as a section of Highway 19.” 

They claim the connecting link will cause destruction 
of prime, Class 1 agricultural land, will detrimentally 
affect land; in relation to the estuary and will erode the 
esthetic values and beauty of the Comox Valley.” 


HOWEVER, ON THE DYKE ROAD, surveyors have 
apparently already mapped out where farmland will be 
lost from Farquharson Farms and the flags indicate a 
very narrow portion of land along the road will be lost. 

At a recent Courtenay council meeting, Potts told 
fellow aldermen that he, as an engineer, had made his own 
surveys and had made the material available to the people- 
opposing the bridge. 


He disputed a statement that topsoil taken from the 
land required for the link should be taken and placed in 
another area of land, suggesting that the land would not be 
compatible with its new surrounding land. 

Potts, a mechanical engineer and member of the 
Comox Valley Traffic Advisory Committee, submitted 
technical data indicating his concerns over the results of a 
connecting link.

Only four of 13 executed had been sentenced to die 


MONROVIA (AP) — The army enlisted men who now 
control Liberia overruled an officers' tribunal and or¬ 
dered the execution of 13 top officials of the ousted 
government even though only four had been sentenced to 
death, it was disclosed Wednesday. 

Two of the men had been acquitted of all charges, 
according to the president of the tribunal, Col. Frank 
Senkpenni. 


The 13 died Tuesday at a chaotic public execution 
ordered by the 17-member People's Redemption Council, 
headed by Master Sgt. Samuel Doe, the new Liberian 
leader. The council had ignored pleas for mercy from the 
U.S. and other Western embassies 

The state department said in Washington it “deeply 
deplored” the executions. The United Nations issued a 
statement Wednesday saying Secretary-General Kurt 
Waldheim "strongly urges that summary executions 


without due process of law cease, " and the ministerial 
council of the Organization of African Unity sent a similar 
message to Doe urging restraint. 

More than 80 officials of the toppled government have 
still to appear before the tribunal 

Doe led a military coup April 13 that brought down the 
government of president William Tolbert. The president 
was killed in an attack on his executive mansion. 


The 13 executed men had been accused of treason, 
“rampant corruption,” abuse of public office and viola 
tion of human rights. 

At hearings last week, the prisoners were allowed no 
defence counsel, were not informed of the charges in 
detail and could call no witnesses. No sentences were 
formally announced and the prisoners apparently did not 
know they were to be shot until they were delivered to the 
place of execution.

Province on brink 
of Japan coal deal 


After four years of nego¬ 
tiations, British Columbia 
appears to be on the brink 
of a major coal deal with 
Japan. 

Throughout Wednesday 
afternoon, officials from 
the Japanese steel industry 
met with Industry Minister 
Don Phillips and Energy 
Minister Robert McClel¬ 
land and top aides for both 
ministers and former fed¬ 
eral cabinet minister Ron 
Basford. 

The meeting was origin¬ 
ally scheduled for one of 
the small committee rooms 
at the legislative buildings 
but at the last minute was 
switched to the cabinet 
room. 

Both Phillips and 
McClelland left the room 


smiling but declined to pro¬ 
vide details of the talks. 

"Just say it was a very 
successful meeting," said 
McClelland. 

Phillips went a little fur¬ 
ther. “This has just been 
another of the ongoing 
meetings we have been 
holding for the past three 
or four years, he said. 

"You can say that at 
today’s meeting with Japa¬ 
nese steel interests their 
attitude was very positive. 
And you can say I was 
smiling." 

A major coal export con¬ 
tract would provide the key 
to the development of 
Prince Rupert as a major 
coal-wheat export port, and 
trigger development of 
northern coal fields. 


The Japanese are in¬ 
terested in purchasing me- 
talurgical coal from B.C. 

Outside sources say the 
contract, if and when it is 
signed, will be for five or 
eight million tons of coal a 
year. Five million tons a 
year is the magic figure to 
make Prince Rupert a vi¬ 
able port. 

Phillips said he would not 
have a major announce¬ 
ment "within the next 24 
hours, but the situation 
looks positive." 

Following today's meet¬ 
ing, the Japanese business¬ 
men were guests of the pro¬ 
vincial government at a 
cocktail party in the vice¬ 
regal suite at the Empress

TORONTO (CP) — Fed¬

Michelle Swenarchuk 
told a federal inquiry into 
aviation safety that the

Beechcraft King Air 90s, 
even though a senior trans¬ 
port ministry official had 
written to the manufac¬ 
turer only the day before to 
say the planes were not 
airworthy. 

She said all ministry air¬ 
craft—especially the 16 
Beechcrafts similar to the 
one in which two ministry 
pilots died last May when a 
wing fell off—should be 


grounded until the min¬ 
istry’s aircraft-mainte¬ 
nance system was im¬ 
proved and the fleet’s 
safety could be guaran¬ 
teed. 

Investigation into the 
crash at Sherrington, Que., 
indicated that a mainte¬ 
nance check which would 
have revealed a crack in 
the wing attachment fitting 
was not done on time. 


Stick regionalism, 
storms Couvelier

“Regionalism can stick it in its ear—I’ve had it. 

“If this is how you treat Saanich, this is it.” 

With those words, Saanich Mayor Mel Couvelier 
stomped out of Wednesday’s Capital Region board 
meeting, with a final 
"goodnight Irene" to board 
members. 

His outburst was trig¬ 
gered by the attempts of 
directors to adopt a bylaw 
designed to close a legal 
loophole and prevent Saan¬ 
ich approving an extension 
of the proposed Tillicum 
shopping centre to include 
an Eaton's store. 

Saanich aldermen John 
Mika and Howard Slur 
rock, who are also regional 
directors, remained to vote 
with the rest of the board 
against Couvelier’s posi¬ 
tion. 

"The chickens are com¬ 
ing home to roost, and the 
chickens are also running 
away." Mika remarked to 
Couvelier’s departing 
back. 

Couvelier has been say¬ 
ing that he disapproved of 
the extension, because of 
an agreement made by 
Saanich after lengthy dis¬ 
putes last fall. Under that 
agreement, Saanich placed 
a restrictive covenant on 
the Tillicum site, prevent¬ 
ing Cal Investments from 
developing more than 295,- 
000 square feet of shopping 
area. But last week Saan¬ 
ich council members, 
meeting as committee of 
the whole, decided that the 
covenant should be lifted to 
allow Eaton’s into the 
centre. 

Saanich council decided 
Monday to get staff reports 
before proceeding, and 
Wednesday the regional 
board brought in a bylaw 
that would enforce the size 
agreement. 

Couvelier apparently 
changed his mind about his 
agreement made last Au¬ 
gust when the board ap¬ 
peared to be on the brink of 
enforcing the understand¬ 
ing. 

The bylaw, which subse¬ 
quently received three 
readings, restricts regional 
shopping centres to a maxi¬ 
mum 295,000 square feet 
(27,500 square metres), 
and covers the entire re¬ 
gion. 

Board chairman Jim 
Campbell said the restric¬ 
tion could apply to new 
shopping centres, or those 
that already had restric¬ 
tions. * 

Had Tillicum not been 
covered by a restrictive 
covenant preventing the 
size exceeding 295,000 
square feet, the board 
would not have been able to 
act to restrict the rights of 
land-owners. 

However, with the re¬ 
strictive covenant in place,

the board action would not 
restrict any rights. It would 
enforce the size restriction 
and reinforce the covenant, 
preventing enlargement of 
the proposed centre. 

“What you are doing," 
raged Couvelier, "is mak¬ 
ing a particular limitation 
to apply only to Saanich. 

"On that basis, I feel I 
am released with the pas 
sage of this from any obli¬ 
gation I may have given 
this board." 

He said that as far as he 
could see, other centres, 
such as the proposed Jack 
lin Road centre, would not 
have a size restriction.

Meanwhile, as further in- 
dications surfaced of 
closer economic co-opera¬ 
tion between Tehran and 
Moscow, both Canada and 
Japan moved to impose 
diplomatic and economic 
sanctions against Iran. 

Canada announced new 
economic and diplomatic 
sanctions against Iran on 
Wednesday because of its 
“serious and continuing 
violation of international 
law." 

In Tokyo, it was an¬ 
nounced that the cabinet 
decided at a special meet¬ 
ing today to impose sanc¬ 
tions similar to those 
threatened by the EEC be¬ 
cause of the hostage inci¬ 
dent. 

The announcement did 
not give any details or say 
when the sanctions would 
take affect, but sources 
said they would include a 
reduction in diplomatic 
representation and an end 
to new trade deals between 
the two countries. 

Ayatollah Mohammad 
Beheshti, head of the Ira¬ 
nian justice ministry and a 
memberof the ruling Revo- 
lutionary Council, was 
asked in Tehran about the 
deadline set by EEC for¬ 


eign ministers during a 
meeting this week in Lux¬ 
embourg. “We need more 
time,” he said. 

Beheshti said the situa¬ 
tion was made more diffi¬ 
cult by the European ac¬ 
tions: banning of new 
export and service con¬ 
tracts with Iran and all 
military sales to Iran, and 
reduction of diplomatic 
staffs in Tehran. 


The European allies also 
threatened economic sanc¬ 
tions against Iran unless 
there was "decisive 
progress leading to the re¬ 
lease of the hostages” by- 
May 17. The Americans— 
50 at the U S. embassy and 
three at the Iranian foreign 
ministry—have been held 
since Iranian militants oc¬ 
cupied the embassy Nov. 1.

Refugee flotilla 
defies warning 

KEY WEST, Fla. (AP) — As many as 500 boats 
streamed from this Florida port Wednesday to ferry 
refugees from Cuba in defiance of a U.S. state depart¬ 
ment demand for an end lo the so-called "boatlift.” 

Six boats—ranging from eight to 21 metres in 
length—completed the 289-kilometre round trip and 
brought some 450 refugees to Key West Wednesday. 

The operation began Sunday, and hundreds more 
refugees were believed on the way. 

The refugees were jubilant, and many cheered as 
they docked. 

“I’m full of hope," said Hugo I.anda, a 27-year-old 
refugee who was an engineering student in Cuba. 
"Perhaps I will be a toilet cleaner and perhaps I will 
be a millionaire.” 

Officials estimated up to 170 boats left Key West on 
Wednesday—some setting out at five minute inter¬ 
vals—to pick up more Cubans, among them some 
of the thousands who sought asylum at the Peru 
vian Embassy in Havana more than two weeks ago. 

The slate department announced Wednesday that 
boat owners taking part in the boatlift were subject to 
prosecution, calling the boatlift illegal and saying it 
was playing into the hands of the Cuban regime.

LANSING, Mich. (AP) — One of 
three, sisters, naked and smeared 
with mustard when they were ar¬ 
rested in a stolen truck, says they 
were "high on sunshine and the 
Holy Spirit," trying to get.back to 
the Garden of Eden. 

“We were reading the Bible and 
got filled with the Holy Spirit," 
Doshaline MeCuin, 30, said from 
the jail Cell yvherc she and her 
sisters. Charlene Roper, 27, and 
Sandra Lewis, 25, have been since 


their arrest last week, unable to 
post $1,000 bond each on charges of 
joy-riding and indecent exposure. 

Police were summoned to their 
home on a report that three naked 
women were running around in the 
sunshine. The officers said they 
found the three in a delivery truck 
being chased by a uniformed truck 
driver. 

, They said all three were 
smeared with supermarket-vari¬ 
ety mustard. 


Mrs. MeCuin quoted Chapter 13 
of Matthew. "The kingdom of 
heaven is like to a grain of mustard 
seed . . . which indeed is the least 
of all seeds. But when it is grown, it 
is the greatest among the herbs 
and becometh a tree.” 

She added, "We went out naked 
because the Bible said we had to 
get back to the Garden of Eden." 

And the delivery truck? 

“It was just a spur-of-the-mo¬ 
ment thing," she said. “It was just 
Sitting there with the keys in it.” 


EDMONTON (CP) — Al¬ 
berta’s 6,600 striking 
nurses, having already re¬ 
jected a government back- 
lo-work order, may face a 
court injunction if their 
province-wide strike con¬ 
tinues today. 

Hospitals Minister Dave 
Russell told the legislature 
Wednesday that at least 
three deaths had been 
linked to the strike. 

He said the families of 
three dead persons had told 
him they believed the 
strike contributed to the 
deaths. 

While the politicians de¬ 
bated the strike, a handful 
of nurses, including sev¬ 
eral in sparkling white uni¬ 
forms sporting "Nurses 
are worth it" buttons, 
watched silently from the 
public gallery. 

The debate centred on 
the lengthy negotiations 
between the United Nurses 
of Alberta and the Alberta 
Hospital Association and 
the need to pay nurses 
more. 

After he finished speak 
ing, Russell rushed from 
the house, refusing to an¬ 
swer reporters’ questions. 

The Alberta government, 
having failed to force the 
nurses back to work 
through cabinet order 
Monday, will seek an in¬ 
junction if there is no im¬ 
mediate court rulilng on 


the validity of the baek-to- 
work order, Russell said 
Wednesday. 

The United Nurses of Al¬ 
berta challenged the legal 
Ity of the order and took its 
case Tuesday to Court of 
Queen’s Bench. However, 
legal formalities could 
delay a decision for days 
and Russell said he was not 
prepared to wait that long. 

"We would be very con¬ 
cerned at any undue delay 
in the court . . . We're 


prepared to join with them 
(UNA) and get this ques¬ 
tion resolved quickly. But if 
there’s any delaying legal 
tactic, we would then have 
to consider initiating our 
own action." 

Simon Renouf, chief ex¬ 
ecutive officer of the Unit¬ 
ed Nurses of Alberta, said 
the government could end 
the strike in a day with a 
reasonable wage offer.

Tito slips further 
with coma, shock 


BELGRADE (AP)— 
President Tito has lapsed 
into a coma and a state of 
shock, the 87-year-old 
Yugoslav leader's doctors 
said Wednesday. 

"President Tito’s health 
remains critical," his eight 
doctors said in a communi¬ 
que. "Besides the existing 
comatose state. President 
Tito has since yesterday 
evening (Tuesday) been in 
shock.” 

The bulletin did not say 
how long Tito had been co¬ 
matose, how the state of 
shock was caused or how 


his numerous serious ail¬ 
ments were affected. 

It had been widely be¬ 
lieved Tito was at least 
semi-comatose. 

A Western physician not 
involved in Tito’s treat¬ 
ment but who has been fol¬ 
lowing the doctors’ bulle¬ 
tins closely said: 

"When they say shock, 
they mean a reduction of 
blood pressure, which in 
this kind of situation pre¬ 
cedes death. Shock in a 
critically ill patient means 
the regulatory system of 
the bloodstream ceases to 
function.”

Proponents of the soon to be laughed about 
crossing of Georgia Strait, be it under the water, on 
top of the water or a combination of both, have 
obviously been students of a new, new math that is 
foreign to many cost estimators of our area. Their 
guestimates re the eventual final cost of such a 
project are at best, humorous. 

Joe Cuniiffe, head of a consortium that present¬ 
ed a new, floating highway proposal to Pat McGeer 
a week ago, estimated the project would cost $2.1 
billion dollars—a very healthy figure which in itself 
is probably too rich for the blood of British Colum¬ 
bians. At the same time, Saw Bawlf was persuaded 
to mention some job estimates, time figures, etc. He 
said 7,000 jobs would be generated and that 50,000 
man years of work would result. Impressive as hell, 
but there is a distinct lack of jibe between Cunliffe's 
cost figure and Bawlf's employment figures. The 
following breakdown should make some sort of 
mockery of both. 

Take my word for it, there are roughly 239 
working days in a year and if you multiply this by 
50.000 man years of work (11,950,000) and multiply 
this by seven and one-half hours of work per day, 
you get 89,625,000 hours. I am assured the per hour 
figure (total cost of each worker.) could not be less 
than $30 and, in fact, I am assured this would 
probably be low. Back to the abacus again and out 
comes the figure of $2,688,750,000. If you’ll check 
closely, you’ll find we have already surpassed the 
consortium’s total cost estimate of $2.4 billion and 
all we've dealt with is manpower. Press on. 

OCR INFLATION RATE has been running at 
7.5 per cent, which will probably be a reasonable 
rate to use throughout the Sam Bawlf estimate of a 
little over seven years to complete the project. Put 
that through the computer and the figure grows to 
$3,317,836,804. 

I’m told the rule of thumb is that labor costs are 
but 50 per cent (some say this figure is 15 per cent 
high) of the total cost, so, to account for materials 
used, double the last figure given. 

Now wc- have a total of $6,635,673,608. That’s $6.6 
billion, remember. But the figure isn’t a total figure 
after all because there is still the sticky problem of 
money financing. 

The money market prime rate is in excess of 15 
per cent at this time, but let ns assume our 
government could get the money for a flat 15 per 
cent over an amortization period of 20 years. You 
would now be looking at a final payout of $20,316,- 
000,000. 

It means the original estimate of $2.4 billion 
falls $17,916,000,000 short of actuality, which, no 
matter what yardstick you use, is a pretty mean 
shortfall of long green. 

WITH THIS IN MIND, can any part of the 
proposal be taken seriously? This, incidentally, falls 
in line with a thought by an up-Island council 
member wht said she would vote against the project 
just in case anybody did take it with more than a 
grain of salt. 

It should be clear, at this point, that a tunnel, a 
floating bridge, a tunnel-bridge, is not only beyond 
our financial capabilities, it is outside the wishes of 
those most concerned—Vancouver Islanders and 
Gulf Islanders. 

The question, then, begs an answer. Why com¬ 
mit any money to a feasibility-study of the whole 
thing? You might recall it has been said a half 
million bucks could be provided by the provincial 
government for such a study. A half million bucks, 
said quickly, doesn't sound like an awful lot when 
we’re kicking around projects worth many billions 
of dollars. 

Be that as it may, a half million bucks is a lot of 
bucks from a lot of taxpayers and surely, in this age 
of recession, far better uses can be found for such 
expenditure. And remember statements made by 
cabinet ministers that such a link could case the 
population pressure on the Lower Mainland—ease 
them all right, at the expense of the good way of 
Vancouver Island life. 

The final line on this whole Gilbert and Sullivan 
light opera (combined with the grandiose scenario 
of a new stadium and B.C. Place,) is a money factor 
that could put the province on very thin financial 
ice. A tunnel, a bridge, a stadium, a B.C. Place- 
costly projects that can be eliminated without any 
adverse affect on the quality of life in British 
Columbia.

Civic Scene

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The Songhees Development Plan produced by 
Victoria's planning department is a nice document 
destined to gather dust on shelves already crowded 
with similar reports. 

And that is neither the fault of the planners who did 
a good job, nor that of the politicians and members of 
the Advisory Planning Commission who spent a lot of 
hours in the past three months putting the report 
together. 

It’s the inability of different government levels to 
march to the same drummer that will make this report 
just another outdated blueprint within a few years. 

The best the city of Victoria can hope for is to place 
the 77 acres of industrial wasteland that is to be 
redeveloped into new zoning categories. And that's a 
shame, because apart from a few potentially contro¬ 
versial details, the Songhees Development Plan is a 
sound document. 

IT WOULD GIVE the city a new waterfront 
park, housing for about 2,700 people, and a foreshore 
walkway. 

It would also speed up removal of the ugly oil tanks 
at the foreshore, although the plan’s suggestion to bury 1 
the tanks under the proposed park might get a rough 
ride. 

There’s also the question of whether we should be 
satisfied with a 20-foot walkway along the foreshore. 
Surely, a little more greenspace could be provided. 

But those are details which could be worked out, 
provided the provincial government is willing to pur¬ 
sue the plan prepared by the city. 

Years of exposure to intergovernmental jealousy, 
however, have made me skeptical. 

But maybe enough cabinet ministers’ windows 
overlook the blight of the Songhees industrial reserve 
to make the government receptive to the city’s plans 
for that property. 

WHEN WILL CITY council take some effective 
measures against towing firms? Now people are being 


arrested because they retrieve their vehicles without 
paying the towing fee, which may be illegal, but 
certainly is understandable 

It beats me how a civilized town can tolerate the 
tactics of towing firms. 

City council hasn’t been very, successful cither in 
dealing with the matter. It seems that short of making 
the towing of cars from private lots illegal, there's 
nothing that will resolve the problem. 

The tow trucks will continue to prowl the streets 
looking for victims, triggering anger and frustration. 
In one recent case, an incensed driver took an axe to the 
chain that had been used to hook his vehicle to the low- 
truck. 

Until city council deals with the problem effective¬ 
ly, my advice to people is: If you don’t want your car 
towed away, stay as far away from any downtown 
business as you can.

Former Conservative fi¬ 
nance minister John Cros- 
bie persumably didn't 
think it was a budget. He 
called it “a despicable con¬ 
coction." 

Nor was it a budget in the 
eyes of NDP Leader Ed 
Broadbent. who saw it as 
“a hypocritical act." 

Now it did seem to be 
verging on a budget when 
Crosbie, outside the Com¬ 
mons Monday night, decid¬ 
ed it was “a Mini Mouse 
budget." 

And Joe Clark made it 
seem even more so when he 
said MacEachen had 
“smuggled in what was in 
effect a budget." 

Did Prime Minister 
Pierre Trudeau agree? 
Who knows? His sole con¬ 
tribution to the debate that 
swirled shortly after Mac¬ 
Eachen sat down was this: 
“Quit talking about sex.” 

We were no further 
ahead Tuesday when the 
House sat again. Mac¬ 
Eachen was back to calling 
it “an up-to-date account¬ 
ing." 

Tory MP Patrick Nowlan 
described it as "a psuedo- 
budget." And fellow Tory 
John Gamble insisted Mac¬ 
Eachen had delivered "a 
mini-non-budget." 

So was it a budget or 
wasn’t it? 

To tell you the truth, 
we’re really not sure. 

But if, as it seems, it 
wasn’t, how do wc account 
for all those new taxes on 
smokes, booze and busi¬ 
nesses? 

ONE OF the changes in 
the budget that wasn’t is a 
measure that allows a tax¬ 
payer to deduct a spouse’s 
salary as a business ex¬ 
pense. 

Officials insist this is 
aimed primarily at people 
like farmers, who will now 
be able to pay tax deduct¬ 
able salaries to their 
wives. 

A rule of “reasonable re¬ 
muneration” will be ap¬ 
plied. 

What does this mean? 

Well, the tax people say it 
means one real estate de 
veloper they know of would 
not be able to claim the 
$25,000 he paid his wife for 
coming up with names for 
three streets in a municipal 
subdivision. 


What, then, could a per¬ 
son be paid for, say, hoeing 
beans? 

A hill of beans? 

What could a person be 
paid for milking a cow? 
The cow would pay practi¬ 
cally anything, of course. 
And so would a farmer, if 
he felt the cow wouldn’t be 
milked otherwise. 

What about when the 
day’s work is done? Could a 
wife claim a deduction if 
her husband offered a 
penny for her thoughts? 

Finally, what kind of de¬ 
duction will the tax people 
allow for those times in the 
life of any couple when one 
says to the other: "I'd [fay 
just about anything 
for. . 

AMONG the many eco¬ 
nomic tomes brought down 
by the government, none is 
more weighty—or less en¬ 
lightening—than the blue 
book of spending esti¬ 
mates. 

The latest two-inch-thick 
volume was brought down 
Tuesday, and its full of 


billions worth of projected 
federal expenditures that 
have only a passing—if 
any—relation to what the 
government actually plans 
to spend this year. 

Although they were in¬ 
troduced by Liberal Don 
Johnston, president of the 
treasury board, they are 
based on plans made by his 
Conservative predecessor. 
Sinclair Stevens, many of 
which the new government 
wants nothing to do with. 

The blue book forecasts 
spending of $58.4 billion, 
yet MacEachen estimated 
Monday, again in the bud 
get that wasn’t, that the 
government probably will 
spend $60.4 billion, or $2 
billion more. 

Adding to the confusion is 
the problem of figuring out 
just how to decipher the 
estimates described in the 
book. 

To determine where the 
money is going, citizens are 
advised that: "A statement 
of objectives and, usually, 
of sub-objectives is provid¬ 


ed for each program. Ido 
ally there is a sub objective 
for each activity. However, 
because in some instances 
this one-to-one relationship 
is-not realistic or would not 
provide the most informa 
tive presentation, there 
may be more than one sub 
objective per activity or. 
alternatively, more than 
one activity related to a 
sub-objective." 

What could possibly be 
clearer? 

EXTERNAL Affair Min¬ 
ister Mark MacGuigaikfin- 
ally announced Tuesday 
that Canada plans to sup 
port the U.S. boycott of this 
summer's Olympic games 
in Moscow (provided the 
Russians don't withdraw 
from occupied Afganhis 
tan.) 

We're glad he did. The 
U.S. State Department has 
been keeping a list of those 
countries who support the 
boycott. 

Canada’s name has been 
on it for more than six 
weeks.

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Ailing sewer system getting top priority

LADYSMITH — Ladysmith city fathers agreed 
at a recent regular council session that their town's 
ailing sewer system must take first priority for any 
future spending plans. 

The town’s present sewer system is no longer able 
to adequately handle the increasingly heavy load put 
upon it and last month the overloaded pipes were in¬ 
spected by Nanaimo Divers Services Ltd. to es¬ 
tablish the cause of a backup in the outfall of the pi¬ 
peline. 

No one was surprised at the divers’ written report 
presented to council, which indicated that a heavy 
buildup of black sludge-type material at the end of the 
pipeline was responsible for blocking the flushing 


operation at the treatment tank. 

Aid. John Wilson is doubly concerned about Lady¬ 
smith’s sewer problems because he would like to 
see plans go ahead as soon as possible on the town's 
proposed recreation complex. 

The first step with these plans would have to 
include upgrading the town’s sewer system, in order to 
handle the increased load put on it by a major 
recreation complex. 

Phase 1 of the proposed complex, which includes 
expanding the sewer system, carries a price tag of 
$2.5 million and Ladysmith plans to apply to the pro¬ 
vincial government for a loan, as soon as the town 
receives specific budgetary information from the 
consulting firm Willis, Cunliffe and Tail. 


The proposal would then be put before Ladysmith 
voters sometime this summer. 

Also on the subject of water, it is possible that 
Ladysmith’s recently-completed golf course may 
never be used by local golf enthusiasts if the town 
doesn't find a summer water supply soon for the 
new green. 

The new course, behind Coronation Square in 
Ladysmith, is currently green and healthy but cannot 
remain that way for long after the rain stops unless 
there’s an outside water source. 

The town has petitioned the Saltair water board to 
divert water to the green at the low-use time of 2 a.m. 

The diverted water would be metered and Lady¬ 
smith has offered to replace all of the diverted water so 


that the Saltair water board wouldn’t suffer any net 
loss. 

However, Saltair has shown no interest in any 
such arrangement and Ladysmith may have to consid 
er building a new line to provide water for the golf 
course, thereby bypassing the Saltair water board 
entirely. 

The building inspector’s report presented to coun¬ 
cil, meanwhile, showed a phenomenal increase in this 
year’s building permits over last year’s. 

The value of the work on this year's building per¬ 
mits issued through March, 19X0, comes to $748,000, 
whereas last year’s permits to the same date only 
amounted to $165,040.

Road plan 
is fought 
with new 
petition 


Support grows 
for museum 
in Duncan area

COURTENAY — Eleven residents of the 
Comox Valley have filed a petition in B,C. 
Supreme Court regarding road plans in the 
Comox Valley, especially as they relate to the 
proposed 17th Street crossing. 

In a press release from an unnamed 
source, it states: “This petition does not in any 
way oppose construction of the proposed 
bridge at 17th Street.” 

It pointed out that the petition was asking 
the supreme court to declare the highways 
ministry be prohibited from proceeding with 
construction of the connecting link across the 
flood plain until a public meeting is called. 

The petitioners say the flood plain is from 
the Dyke Road to the North Island Highway. 

Included in the 11 people are two aider- 
men, one from Comox and one from Courten¬ 
ay. Aid. Alice Bullen and Aid. Ian Potts, 
the latter elected to Courtenay council in an 
upset victory over former alderman Skip 
Blain, are joined by R. W. Rogers, Blodwen 
Rogers, Charles Bolton, Elizabeth Bolton, 
Gertrude Hames, Jack Hames, George Leung, 
James Lunam and Ray Rogers. 

The petitioners claim they want the public 
meeting called to clarify for the public and the 
petitioners some points of concern. 

They want the highways minister to jus¬ 
tify the expenditure of public funds for the 
construction of the connecting link. 

In the past, the anti-bridge movement 
people have called for the bridge to connect 
with the Dyke Road and not become a connect¬ 
ing link further up the highway. 

The petitioners say that “property owners 
will have an increase in the potential for 
damage to their property from flooding” and 
that the connecting link will delay construction 
of the proposed inland bypass. 

Highways Minister Alex Fraser recently 
announced that plans ere proceeding to engage 
a consulting firm to determine the best route 
for a bypass through a predetermined corri¬ 
dor. 

However, the petitioners continue to quote 
from a press release from Fraser dated May, 
1978. At that time the minister said con¬ 
struction of the bridge would delay a bypass. 

According to petitioners, “the intent of the 
construction of a second bridge crossing was to 
meet the needs of traffic flow in the Comox 
Valley. It now appears it will be used in con¬ 
junction with a connecting highway across the 
flood plain as a section of Highway 19.” 

They claim the connecting link will cause 
destruction of prime, Class 1 agricultural land, 
will detrimentally affect lands in relation to 
the estuary and will erode the esthetic values 
and beauty of the Comox Valley.” 

However, on the Dyke Road, surveyors 
have apparently already mapped out where 
farmland will be lost from Farquharson 
Farms and the flags indicate a very narrow 
portion of land along the road will be lost. 

At a recent Courtenay council meeting, 
Potts told fellow aldermen that he, as an 
engineer, had made his own surveys and had 
made the material available to the people 
opposing the bridge. 

He disputed a statement that topsoil taken 
from the land required for the link should be 
taken and placed in another area of land, 
suggesting that the land would not be compat¬ 
ible with its new surrounding land. 

Potts, a mechanical engineer and member 
of the Comox Valley Traffic Advisory Com¬ 
mittee, submitted technical data indicating his 
concerns over the results of a connecting 
link. 


Battle is finally over

DUNCAN — The estab¬ 
lishment of a museum here 
has moved a step closer to 
reality with the approval of 
Cowichan school board of 
its proposed location, the 
Activity Centre building on 
Ingram Street. 

The school board is the 
second branch of local gov¬ 
ernment to approve this lo¬ 
cation. The city of Duncan 
has already given its ap¬ 
proval. 

Before becoming a real¬ 
ity, the site still has to be 
approved by North Cowi¬ 
chan municipality and the 
Cowichan Valley Region 
Board. The property is 
owned jointly by North 
Cowichan, Duncan and the 
region. 

The building will become 
vacant In June, when the 
Activity Centre moves to 
new premises at the Cowi¬ 
chan Community Centre. 

After considerable dis 
cussion, the school board at 
its regular meeting moved 
to support a request from 
the Cowichan Historical 
Society that the Activity 
Centre on Ingram Street be 
acquired for a museum. 

Myrtle Haslam, presi¬ 
dent of the society, said in a 
letter to the board that the 
CHS “is trying to acquire 
the Activity Centre build¬ 
ing as a permanent Cowi¬ 
chan Valley Museum, 
where we can display the 
1,600-1,700 Items we have 
acquired in the past few 
years." 

“We believe that a mu¬ 
seum, as well as being a 
drawing card for tourists to 
the district, will be of Im¬ 
mense value to the teach¬ 
ers and to students in their 
social studies. 

“Many of the artifacts 
we would display would 
give insight to the native 
way of life, predating white 
settlement, while other 
photos and displays of 
items would show phases of 
pioneer life and Its hard¬ 
ships — ways of life now 
history.” 

School superintendent 
Bill Marshall said that 
"this community Is suffi¬ 
ciently mature enough now 
to expect the establishment 
of a museum.” 

Director of secondary 
education Peter Owen said 
new social studies courses 
commencing in 1981 em¬ 
phasize the study of local 
history. 

Trustee Phyllis Bomford 


supported the motion, say¬ 
ing that local historians are 
frequently phoned by stu¬ 
dents for information on 
local historical matters. 

Although two of the three 
joint owners of the build¬ 
ing, North Cowichan and 
the CVRD, have held off 
granting their approval to 
the CIS request, trustee 
Alan Hussey, who is also an 
alderman in North Cowi¬ 
chan, thought the munici¬ 
pality might approve it. 

"Although some of the 
council feel the building 
should be sold, I suspect if 
the right motion was put, 
the majority of North

Killanin considers talks with Carter, Brezhnev 

Boycott support spreads 


LAUSANNE, Switzer¬ 
land (Reuter) — The Inter¬ 
national Olympic Commit¬ 
tee tried Wednesday to 
save the Moscow Summer 
Games as Canada and West 
Germany urged their ath 
letes to observe a U.S.—led 
boycott to protest the So¬ 
viet invasion in Afghanis¬ 
tan. 

IOC President Lord Kll- 
ianin said he was ready to 
visit Moscow and Washing¬ 
ton to stress the position of 
his organization and the 
purpose of the Games — an 
assembly of the world’s 
youth in accordance with 
Olympic principles. 

Thirty-six of the 143 
countries invited to partici¬ 
pate in the Moscow Olym¬ 
pics now have indicated 
they are ready to follow the 
American lead and with¬ 
draw. 

Lord Killanin said ath¬ 
letes who do attend could 
march under the Olympic 
flag or any other emblem. 
The IOC executive board 
agreed, however, with 
world sports federations 
that it was not practical to 
allow competitors to take 
part as individuals. 

“The Olympic Games 
are the property of the IOC 
and not of the host coun¬ 
try,” Killanin said in a 
statement. “They are 
awarded to a city purely on 
considerations of organiza¬ 
tional capabilities and 
never on political 
grounds." 

Killanin described as 
“blatantly untruthful” a 
claim in a Soviet Commu¬ 
nist Party booklet that the 
Games were awarded to 
Moscow as IOC recognition 
of the Soviet political sys-. 
tern. 

He said no dates had been 
fixed for any meetings he 
might have with Soviet 
President Leonid Brezhnev 
and U.S. President Carter. 

“I can’t make peace but I 
can’t make the situation 
any worse,” he said. “I 
only want to see if there is 
any form of give and take 
which would help the 
Games." 

After the Canadian gov¬ 
ernment urged the coun¬ 
try's Olympic body to ob¬ 
serve a boycott, the 
Canadian Broadcasting 
Corp. announced it had 
cancelled plans for live and 
delayed radio and televi¬ 
sion coverage of the Mos¬ 
cow Games. 

West German Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt told par¬ 
liament the government 
was forced, with deep re¬ 
gret, to advise the national 
Olympic committee not to 
send a team. 

“Sport needs peace, " 
Schmidt said. “We all need 
peace. 

“The sooner peace is re¬ 
stored in Afghanistan, the 
better for the whole world, 
and the better for sport.” 

The German national 
committee is due to make 
its decision on May IS and 
the result Is crucial be¬ 
cause France and some 
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other North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization coun¬ 
tries are awaiting the out¬ 
come before committing 
themselves. 

The Canadian govern¬ 
ment’s views were given to 
parliament by External Af¬ 
fairs Minister Mark Mac- 
guigan, who said the deci¬ 
sion would be reconsidered 
if Soviet troops were pulled 
out of Afghanistan by May 
2-1, the formal deadline for 
accepting Olympic invita¬ 
tions. 

The Canadian Olympic 
Association is to meet on 
the weekend to make a de¬ 


cision on whether to go to 
Moscow. 

In Asia, the South Korean 
government said it had de¬ 
cided not to allow a team to 
go to the Games. 

The Japan Olympic Com¬ 
mittee’s executive board 
recommended participa¬ 
tion on condition that the 
Games were held in a 
friendly and peaceful at¬ 
mosphere. The Japanese 
government had earlier 
called for a boycott. 

Robert Kane, president, 
and Col. Don Miller, execu¬ 
tive director of the U.S. 
Olympic Committee, told 


the IOC they had resisted 
Washington’s political 

& ressure before deciding to 
oycott the Games because 
U.S. national security was 
involved. 

Miller told reporters 
there had been no discus¬ 
sion of possible sanctions 
against the U.S. Olympic 
Committee, which he said 
was within its rights in 
staying away from any 
Games. 

He said the IOC would 
have to decide whether the 
decision went against the 
Olympic charter, which 
stipulates that national 
Olympic committees must 
remain independent of gov¬ 
ernments. 


Canadian networks 
drop Olympic plans 


OTTAWA (CP) — The 
CBC says it will cost more 
than $5 million to drop its 
planned radio and televi¬ 
sion coverage of the Mos¬ 
cow Olympic Games. 

Network president A1 
Johnson announced Wed¬ 
nesday the corporation’s 
plan to drop coverage be¬ 
cause of the government's 
decision to boycott the 
Summer Games. 

Instead of providing live 
and delayed radio and tele¬ 
vision coverage, the CBC 
will provide only limited 
news coverage. 

Johnson said the CBC 
was liable for payment of 


$1.2 million for broadcast¬ 
ing rights and another $1.2 
million for rental of facili¬ 
ties. 

CBC also expected some 
$3.8 million in commercials 
from the games. Less than 
$1 million of that would be 
made up from commer¬ 
cials on alternate pro¬ 
gramming. 

The NBC network in the 
U.S., which also dropped 
coverage plans, says it will 
recover a good portion of 
its $87 million cost through 
insurance.

U.S. athletes 
sue for block 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
Eighteen American ath¬ 
letes, a coach and an ama¬ 
teur sports official filed 
suit Wednesday seeking to 
block the U.S. Olympic 
Committee from boycot¬ 
ting the 1980 summer 
games in Moscow. 

The suit, filed in U.S. 
District Court for the Dis¬ 
trict of Columbia, says the 
Olympic Committee has 
violated the athletes’ con¬ 
stitutional rights because it 
has no authority under the 
Amateur Sports Act to pre¬ 
vent U.S. participation in 
the games. 

It asks a federal judge to 
bar the Olympic Commit¬ 
tee from carrying out its 
April 12 resolution saying 
no U.S. team will go to 
Moscow unless President 
Carter reports by May 20 
that sending a team would 
be “compatible with the 
national interest." 

Carter put pressure on 
the Olympic Committee, 
which has until May 24 to 
enter a team in the games, 
to boycott the Moscow 
Olympics unless the So¬ 


viets withdraw nearly 100,- 
000 troops from Afghanis¬ 
tan. 

Plaintiffs in the suit in¬ 
clude eight members of the 
1976 U.S. Olympic team, 
among them two gold 
medal winners: long- 
jumper Arnie Robinson 
and discus thrower Mac 
Wilkins. The complaint 
seeks to become a class 
action on behalf of an esti¬ 
mated 2,000 U.S. athletes 
with a chance to be named 
to the more than 500-mem¬ 
ber team. 

The suit says the athletes 
have made great sacrifices 
to train for the games and 
many “have borne the 
costs of their own train¬ 
ing," each relying on the 
Amateur Sports Act to en¬ 
sure they would have a 
chance to participate in the 
Moscow Olympics. 

The suit contends the 
USOC "has yielded its ex 
elusive jurisdiction over 
Olympic matters to the 
political leaders of the na¬ 
tion" and "has acted in a 
political manner."

Johnson said he decided 
on the cancellation because 
there was nothing about the 
games for Canada to cele¬ 
brate if Canadian athletes 
were not taking part. 

CBC coverage of an in¬ 
ternational sporting event 
boycotted by Canada could 
raise diplomatic questions, 
and that was not the CBC’s 
role, he added. 

In Toronto, CTV presi¬ 
dent Murray Chercover 
said his network had 
dropped all Olympic pro¬ 
gramming effective im¬ 
mediately because of the 
boycott. 

CTV had an arrangement 
with CBC—the network 
with primary rights to 
Olympic Games cover¬ 
age—which would have 
given CTV hour-long daily 
summaries of events. 

Chercover said CTV 
wouldn’t receive the sum¬ 
maries and would also stop 
running Olympic specials, 
which had been shown peri¬ 
odically since last fall. 

He added that if CTV had 
the primary rights to cov¬ 
erage, the same decision 
would have been made. 

CTV provided the CBC 
with hour-long summaries 
from the Winter Olympics 
in Lake Placid, N.Y.

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Fast-moving quasars 
hold universal truths

Quasars, the most distant ob¬ 
jects in the universe, are also 
among the oldest and fastest- 
travelling, according to a lead¬ 
ing expert in the subject. 

Dr. John Oke, astronomy pro¬ 
fessor at Palomar Observatory, 
California Institute of Technology, 
is just concluding a two-month 
scientific exchange visit at the 
invitation of University of Vic¬ 
toria. 

In an interview. Ontario-born 
Oke reviewed what is known and 
speculated about these mysterious 
star-like points of light, which are 
among the most luminous objects 
in the universe. 

UNTIL A DECADE or so ago, 
quasars were not differentiated by- 
astronomers from more ordinary 
stellar objects such as stars and 
galaxies. 

But observations made at radio 
frequencies, combined with spec¬ 
troscopic analysis, led scientists to 
realize how unusual they are. 

Their red shifts—the factor by 
which light is altered as it moves 
away from an observer—show 
they are travelling at enormous 
speeds away from the earth. 

Since they are so far distant, the 
light emissions from them are

older than most other objects in 
the universe, so astronomers can 
get a picture—although limited— 
of what the universe was like when 
it was young. 

WHILE ASTRONOMERS be 

lieve the solar system is about five 
billion years old, and the oldest 
stars in our galaxy are 15 billion 
years old, quasars are seen as they 
were 10 to 13 billion years ago, if 
their red shifts are being correctly 
interpreted, Oke said. 

"While there are still a few 
skeptics, most scientists tend to 
accept the view that the red shifts 
are an indicator of the enormous 
distances quasars are from earth. 

"These estimates are arrived at 
by quite complex observations and 
calculations. 

“Looking at quasars is like see¬ 
ing the universe 1 or 2 billion years 
after its formation in what is gen¬ 
erally accepted as a ‘big bang,'" 
he said. 

While controversy raged for 
years over whether the universe 
started out with a cataclysmic 


blast at one point or was in steady 
state, Oke said background radia¬ 
tion observable throughout the 
universe is an indication of left¬ 
over energy from the big bang. 

"What we arc trying to find out 
now is whether the universe will 
keep on expanding indefinitely or 
whether it will all come together 
again sometime in the distant fu¬ 
ture." 


RECENT RESEARCH at Cal 
Tech has led astronomers to be¬ 
lieve that the further one goes 
back in time, the more quasars 
there are. There is considerable 
information to suggest that they 
may actually be the nuclei! of 
galaxies. 

Since nearby galaxies are rela¬ 
tively scarce, the chance of find¬ 
ing a quasar among them is quite 
small, he said. 

Some galaxies, however, exhibit 
the characteristics of quasars— 
very strong emission lines, hot 
gases, variable brightness and 
very high internal velocities. They 
are known as Seyfert galaxies 
after the man who first studied 
these objects. 

THE HIGH LUMINOSITY and 

emissions from quasars is cur¬ 
rently believed to come from en¬ 
ergy released as matter is drawn 
at fantastic speed into the centre 
by the gravity from a black hole— 


a dead star compressed by gravity 
into an extremely dense point. 

Oke said former theories about 
the energy sources of quasars—in¬ 
cluding fusion of hydrogen into 
helium (which powers the sun) 
and supernovae—failed to explain 
the vast amounts of energy emit¬ 
ted from them. 

"On earth, gravity is a powerful 
force. Something falling into the 
sun would impact with far more 
energy. Imagine vast quantities of 
matter falling into a black hole, an 
infinitely more dense and smaller 
object. The energy given off could 
be in accordance with the quasar's 
characteristics.” 


ONE GALAXY, known as M-87, 
is the focus of attention for many 
astronomers who believe it con¬ 
tains a black hole. An enormous jet 
of luminous matter is being eject¬ 
ed from the very bright nucleus. 

"Although quasars are good 
‘probes' for looking back in time, 
they still have not told us a lot 
about the history of the universe. 
Part of the problem is that we 
don’t understand them yet,” he 
said. 

"By looking at things we think 
we understand, and comparing 
them with quasars, we hope to get 
a better knowledge of them. 

“Ultimately one wants to know 
what kind of universe we live in 
and how it came about," he said.

Sooke, Sidney pay more for less in transit 


Rittaler 
freight dropped 


.Sooke and Sidney residents are 
paying their way toward the Capi¬ 
tal Region District's transit sys¬ 
tem, but they are losing at the 
service end. 

For years the bus systems which 
have served them carried pack¬ 
ages in and out of town, and the 
practice continued up to March 31. 

But on April 1, the day of the 
region takeover, the service was 
dropped, and while regular cus¬ 
tomers in Sidney were warned of 
the change, Sooke folks apparently 
weren’t so lucky. 


Sooke regional director Don Rit¬ 
taler objected to the change Tues¬ 
day at a transit planning commit¬ 
tee meeting. 

“We are paying an increased 
cost to get reduced service,” he 
pointed out. 

Board chairman James Camp¬ 
bell agreed with him. 

“We run into this kind of trouble 
every time a government takes 
over something which has been run 
by private interests,” he said. 


He recalled that when the pro¬ 
vincial government took over the 
Gulf Islands ferry system, the ex 
isting freight service by ferry 
was discontinued. 

“We are seeing the same thing 
again. On April 1 in the same bus 
the same driver was unable to do 
something he had been able to do 
on March 31. 

“I can’t see why when govern¬ 
ment takes over it suddenly be¬ 
comes too costly to operate some¬ 
thing that was an important source 
of revenue to a private operator.” 


He said the principle that the bus 
system is to carry people, not 
freight, is a sound one, but people 
don’t understand why they en¬ 
joyed a service one day, and lost it 
the next. 

Committee chairman Norma 
Sealey explained that the system is 
acquiring new urban-type buses 
that don’t have freight compart¬ 
ments. In addition, the system has 
integrated the existing urban 
buses—which lack freight com¬ 
partments—with the buses that 


can carry freight. It is now impos¬ 
sible, she said, to predict whether a 
certain bus will be able to carry 
freight. 

“My understanding is that this 
was looked at carefully and it was 
felt it was not practical for us to 
be in the cartage business. We are 
in the transit business, not cartage, 
and I understand that private en¬ 
terprise is moving in to fill the 
gap.” 

No action was taken by commit¬ 
tee members.

Victims asleep when fire broke out 


Preliminary indications point to an 
instant on television set as the source 
of a fire Monday night in James 
Bay which took two lives and injured 
two firefighters. 

Victoria Deputy Fire Chief Fred 
Severson said initial appearances 
were that the TV set may have 
caused the fire. But he emphasized 
this was unofficial and that the de¬ 
partment’s investigators, along with 
one flown in from Vancouver by an 
insurance company, were still going 
through the rubble late Tuesday af¬ 
ternoon.

The. bodies of 59-year-old David 
Murdoch and 58-year-old Lorraine 
LcPoidcvin were found on the floor 
near a window of a second-floor bed¬ 
room at 57 South Turner, where the 
fire occurred. 

Two of 19 firemen from all three 
city fireballs were injured battling 
the flames. Capt. Stan Gow, a 28-year 
veteran, required five stitches to 
close a deep gash in a finger. He put 
his hand through a window which had 
been blown out because of the intense 
heat during the hour-long blaze. Stu 
Hemmings, 29, suffered burns on 
both hands burned when the roof 


caved in on him during a search 
for the two victims. 

Botli firemen were taken to Vic¬ 
toria General Hospital for treat¬ 
ment. 

Police believe that the victims 
were asleep when the fire began. 

It was discovered about 11:30 p.m. 
by Edward Pickard, of 1500 Rithet, 
who was out for a late-night walk 
with his girlfriend. 

Pickard’s girlfriend ran to the 
house next door where Grant Macnab 
joined Pickard in attempting to force 
their way into the burning house 
through the front door. However, it 
was held secure by a night-chain and 
flames further impeded their ef¬ 
forts. 

They then ran to the rear and broke 
another door, but heavy smoke and 
darkness again forced them back. 

Severson said the fire may have 
started in the ground-floor living 
room. It spread rapidly, funnelling 
up through a stairwell and into the 
attic and roof. 

Total damage has been estimated 
at $50,000. 

The deaths brought to four the 
number of fire victims in Greater 
Victoria this year, all of them in 
James Bay.

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Only four of 13 executed had been sentenced to die 


MONROVIA (AP) — The army enlisted men who now 
control Liberia overruled an officers’ tribunal and or¬ 
dered the execution of 13 top officials of the ousted 
government even though only four had been sentenced to 
death, it was disclosed Wednesday. 

Two of the men had been acquitted of all charges, 
according to the president of the tribunal, Col. Frank 
Senkpenni. 


The 13 died Tuesday at a chaotic public execution 
ordered by the 17-member People's Redemption Council, 
headed by Master Sgt. Samuel Doe, the new Liberian 
leader. The council had ignored pleas for mercy from the 
U.S. and other Western embassies. 

The state department said in Washington it "deeply 
deplored" the executions. The United Nations issued a 
statement Wednesday saying Secretary-General Kurt 
Waldheim “strongly urges that summary executions 


without due process of law cease," and the ministerial 
council of the Organization of African Unity sent a similar 
message to Doe urging restraint. 

More than 80 officials of the toppled government have 
still to appear before the tribunal. 

Doe led a military coup April 12 that brought down the 
government of president William Tolbert. The president 
was killed in an attack on his executive mansion. 


The 13 executed men had been accused of treason, 
"rampant corruption," abuse of public office and viola¬ 
tion of human rights. 

At hearings last week, the prisoners were allowed no 
defence counsel, were not informed of the charges in 
detail and could call no witnesses. No sentences were 
formally announced and the prisoners apparently did not 
know they were to be shot until they were delivered to the 
place of execution.

Province on brink 
of Japan coal deal 


After four years of nego¬ 
tiations, British Columbia 
appears to be on the brink 
of a major coal deal with 
Japan. 

Throughout Wednesday 
afternoon, officials from 
the Japanese steel industry 
met with Industry Minister 
Don Phillips and Energy 
Minister Robert McClel¬ 
land and top aides for both 
ministers and former fed¬ 
eral cabinet minister Ron 
Basford. 

The meeting was origin 
ally scheduled for one of 
the small committee rooms 
at the legislative buildings 
but at the last minute was 
switched to the cabinet 
room. 

Both Phillips and 
McClelland left the room 


smiling but declined to pro¬ 
vide details of the talks. 

“Just say it was a very 
successful meeting," said 
McClelland. 

Phillips went a little fur¬ 
ther. "This has just been 
another of the ongoing 
meetings we have been 
holding for the past three 
or four years,” he said. 

“You can say that at 
today's meeting with Japa¬ 
nese steel interests their 
attitude was very positive. 
And you can say I was 
smiling.” 

A major coal export con¬ 
tract would provide the key 
to the development of 
Prince Rupert as a major 
coal-wheat export port, and 
trigger development of 
northern coal fields. 


The Japanese are in¬ 
terested in purchasing met- 
tallurgical coal from B.C. 

Outside sources say the 
contract, if and when it is 
signed, will be for five or 
eight million tons of coal a 
year. Five million tons a 
year is the magic figure to 
make Prince Rupert a vi¬ 
able port. 

Phillips said he would not 
have a major announce¬ 
ment "within the next 24 
hours, but the situation 
looks positive." 

Following Wednesday's 
meeting, the Japanese 
businessmen were guests 
of the provincial govern¬ 
ment at a cocktail party in 
the vice-regal suite at the 
Empress and later for a 
formal dinner. 


Forced to risk it 


TORONTO (CP) — Fed¬ 
eral ministry of transport 
pilots were ordered last 
July 4 to fly aircraft that 
had been found unsafe, a 
lawyer representing civil 
aviation inspectors said 
Wednesday. 

Michelle Swenarchuk 
told a federal inquiry into 
aviation safety that the 
pilots were told they would 
be fired or suspended if 
they did not resume flying 


Beechcraft King Air 90s, 
even though a senior trans¬ 
port ministry official had 
written to the manufac¬ 
turer only the day before to 
say the planes were not 
airworthy. 

She said all ministry air¬ 
craft—especially the 16 
Beechcrafts similar to the 
one in which two ministry 
pilots died last May when a 
wing fell off—should be 


grounded until the min¬ 
istry's aircraft-mainte¬ 
nance system was im¬ 
proved and the fleet’s 
safety could be guaran¬ 
teed. 

Investigation into the 
crash at Sherrington, Que.. 
indicated that a mainte¬ 
nance check which would 
have revealed a crack in 
the wing attachment fitting 
was not done on time. 


Stick regionalism, 
storms Couvelier

"Regionalism can stick it in its ear—I’ve had it. 
“If this is how you treat Saanich, this is it.” 

With those words, Saanich Mayor Mel Couvelier 
stomped out of Wednesday’s Capital Region board 
meeting, with a final 
“goodnight Irene" to board 
members. 

His outburst was trig¬ 
gered by the attempts of 
directors to adopt a bylaw 
designed to close a legal 
loophole and prevent Saan¬ 
ich approving an extension 
of the proposed Tillicum 
shopping centre to include 
an Eaton’s store. 

Saanich aldermen John 
Mika and Howard Stur- 
rock, who are also regional 
directors, remained to vote 
with the rest of the board 
against Couvclier's posi 
tion. 

“The chickens are com¬ 
ing home to roost, and the 
chickens are also running 
away," Mika remarked to 
Couvelier’s departing 
back. 

Couvelier has been say¬ 
ing that he disapproved of 
the extension, because of 
an agreement made by 
Saanich after lengthy dis¬ 
putes last fall. Under that 
agreement, Saanich placed 
a restrictive covenant on 
the Tillicum site, prevent¬ 
ing Cal Investments from 
developing more than 295,- 
000 square feet of shopping 
area. But last week Saan¬ 
ich council members, 
meeting as committee of 
the whole, decided that the 
covenant should be lifted to 
allow Eaton’s into the 
centre. 

Saanich council decided 
Monday to get staff reports 
before proceeding, and 
Wednesday the regional 
board brought in a bylaw 
that would enforce the size 
agreement. 

Couvelier apparently 
changed his mind about his 
agreement made last Au¬ 
gust when the board ap¬ 
peared to be on the brink of 
enforcing the understand¬ 
ing. 

The bylaw, which subse¬ 
quently received three 
readings, restricts regional 
shopping centres to a maxi¬ 
mum 295,000 square feet 
(27,500 square metres), 
and covers the entire re¬ 
gion. 

Board chairman Jim 
Campbell said the restric¬ 
tion could apply to new 
shopping centres, or those 
that already had restric¬ 
tions. 

Had Tillicum not been 
covered by a restrictive 
covenant preventing the 
size exceeding 295,000 
square feet, the board 
would not have been able to 
act to restrict the rights of 
land-owners. 

However, with the re¬ 
strictive covenant in place.

the board action would not 
restrict any rights. It would 
enforce the size restriction 
and reinforce the covenant, 
preventing enlargement of 
the proposed centre. 

"What you arc doing," 
raged Couvelier, “is mak¬ 
ing a particular limitation 
to apply only to Saanich. 

“On that basis, I feel I 
am released with the pas 
sage of this from any obli¬ 
gation I may have given 
this board." 

He said that as far as he 
could see, other centres, 
such as the proposed Jack- 
lin Road centre, would not 
have a size restriction.

An Iranian leader said 
Wednesday he doubted 
Iran could meet the Euro 
pean Community’s dead 
line of May 17 for release of 
the American hostages in 
Tehran. 

Meanwhile, as further in¬ 
dications surfaced of 
closer economic co-opera¬ 
tion between Tehran and 
Moscow, both Canada and 
Japan moved to Impose 
diplomatic and economic 
sanctions against Iran. 

Canada announced new 
sanctions Wednesday be¬ 
cause of Iran's “serious 
and continuing violation of 
international law." 

In Tokyo, it was an¬ 
nounced that the cabinet 
decided at a special meet 
ing today to impose sanc¬ 
tions similar to those 
threatened by the Europe 
an Community because of 
the hostage incident. 

The announcement did 
not give any details or say 
when the sanctions would 
take affect, but sources 
said they would include a 
reduction in diplomatic 
representation and an end 
to new trade deals between 
the two countries. 

Ayatollah Mohammad 
Bcheshti, head of the Ira 
nian justice ministry and a 
member of the ruling Revo¬ 
lutionary Council, was 
asked in Tehran about the 
deadline set by European 


foreign ministers at a 
meeting this week in Lux¬ 
embourg. "We need more 
time," he said. 

Beheshti said the situa¬ 
tion was made more diffi¬ 
cult by the European ac¬ 
tions: banning of new 
export and service con 
tracts with Iran and all 
military sales to Iran, and 
reduction of diplomatic- 
staffs in Tehran. 


The European allies also 
threatened economic sanc¬ 
tions against Iran unless 
there was “decisive 
progress leading to the re¬ 
lease of the hostages", by 
May 17. The Americans— 
50 at the U.S. embassy and 
three at the Iranian foreign 
ministry—have been heid 
since Iranian militants oc¬ 
cupied the embassy Nov. 4. 
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Refugee flotilla 
defies warning 

KEY WEST, Fla. (AP) — As many as 500 boats 
streamed from this Florida port Wednesday to ferry 
refugees from Cuba in defiance of a U.S. state depart¬ 
ment demand for an end to the so-called "boatlift." 

Six boats—ranging from eight to 21 metres in 
length—completed the 289-kilometre round trip and 
brought some 450 refugees to Key West Wednesday. 

The operation began Sunday, and hundreds more 
refugees were believed on the way. 

The refugees were jubilant, and many cheered as 
they docked. 

"I’m full of hope," said Hugo Landa, a 27-year-old 
refugee who was an engineering student in Cuba. 
“Perhaps I will be a toilet cleaner and perhaps I will 
be a millionaire." 

Officials estimated up to 170 boats left Key West on 
Wednesday—some setting out at five minute inter¬ 
vals—to pick up more Cubans, among them some 
of the thousands who sought asylum at the Peru¬ 
vian embassy in Havana more than two weeks ago. 

The state department announced Wednesday that 
boat owners taking part in the boatlift were subject to 
prosecution, calling the boatlift illegal and saying it 
was playing into the hands of the Cuban regime. 


Nurses threatened inside 
with injunction bid 


Back to Eden , with mustard 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — One of 
three sisters, naked and smeared 
with mustard when they were ar¬ 
rested in a stolen truck, says they 
were “high on sunshine and the 
Holy Spirit," trying to get back to 
the Garden of Eden. 

"We were reading the Bible and 
got filled with the Holy Spirit,” 
Doshaline McCuin, 30, said from 
the jail cell where she and her 
sisters, Charlene Roper, 27, and 
Sandra Lewis, 25, have been since 


their arrest last week, unable to 
post $1,000 bond each on charges of 
joy-riding and indecent exposure. 

Police were summoned to their 
home on a report that three naked 
women were running around in the 
sunshine. The officers said they 
found the three in a delivery truck 
being chased by a uniformed truck 
driver. 

They said all three were 
smeared with supermarket-vari¬ 
ety mustard. 


Mrs. McCuin quoted Chapter 13 
of Matthew: “The kingdom of 
heaven is like to a grain of mustard 
seed . . . which indeed is the least 
of all seeds. But when it Is grown, it 
is the greatest among the herbs 
and becometh a tree.” 

She added, "We went out naked 
because the Bible said we had to 
get back to the Garden of Eden.” 

And the delivery truck? 

“It was just a spur-of-the-mo¬ 
ment thing,” she said. "It was just 
sitting there with the keys in it.” 


EDMONTON (CP) — Al¬ 
berta’s 6,600 striking 
nurses, having already re¬ 
jected a government back- 
to-work order, may face" a 
court injunction if their 
province-wide strike con¬ 
tinues today. 

Hospitals Minister Dave 
Russell told the legislature 
Wednesday that at least 
three deaths had been 
linked to the strike. 

He said the families of 
three dead persons had told 
him they believed the 
strike contributed to the 
deaths. 

While the politicians de 
bated the strike, a handful 
of nurses, including sev¬ 
eral in sparkling white uni¬ 
forms sporting “Nurses 
are worth it” buttons, 
watched silently from the 
public gallery. 

The debate centred on 
the lengthy negotiations ’ 
between the United Nurses 
of Alberta and the Alberta 
Hospital Association and 
the need to pay nurses 
more. 

After he finished speak¬ 
ing, Russell rushed from 
the house, refusing to an¬ 
swer reporters’ questions. 

The Alberta government, 
having failed to force the 
nurses back to work 
through cabinet order 
Monday, will seek an in¬ 
junction if there is no im¬ 
mediate court ruling on 


the validity of the baek-to- 
work order, Russell said 
Wednesday. 

The United Nurses of Al¬ 
berta challenged the legal¬ 
ity of the order and took its 
case Tuesday to Court of 
Queen’s Bench. However, 
legal formalities could 
delay a decision for days 
and Russell said he was not 
prepared to wait that long. 

"We would be very con¬ 
cerned at any undue delay 
in the court . . . We’re 


prepared to join with them 
(UNA) and get this ques¬ 
tion resolved quickly. But if 
there’s any delaying legal 
tactic, we would then have 
to consider initiating our 
own action." 

Simon Renouf, chief ex¬ 
ecutive officer of the Unit¬ 
ed Nurses of Alberta, said 
the government could end 
the strike in a day with a 
reasonable wage offer.

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Tito slips further 
with coma, shock 


BELGRADE (AP) — 
President Tito has lapsed 
into a coma and a state of 
shock, the 87-ycar-old 
Yugoslav leader’s doctors 
said Wednesday. 

“President Tito’s health 
remains critical," his eight 
doctors said in a communi¬ 
que. "Besides the existing 
comatose state. President 
Tito has since. yesterday 
evening (Tuesday) been in 
shock.” 

The bulletin did not say 
how long Tito had been co¬ 
matose, how the state of 
shock was caused or how 


his numerous serious ail¬ 
ments were affected. 

It had been widely be¬ 
lieved Tito was at least 
semi-comatose. 

A Western physician not 
involved in Tito’s treat¬ 
ment but who has been fol¬ 
lowing the doctors’ bulle¬ 
tins closely said: 

"When they say shock, 
they mean a reduction of 
blood pressure, which in 
(his kind of situation pre¬ 
cedes death. Shock in a 
critically ill patient means 
the regulatory system of 
the bloodstream ceases to 
function.” 
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
